NEW YORK, June 16. — The Actors’ 
Dinner Club, which has served 300,000 
meals since it was started in 1931, more 
than 200,000 of them free to out-of- 
work actors, will be forced to close down 
a week from today unless immediate 
help is forthcoming. That it might be 
forthcoming was indicated this morning 
in a small flurry of response to the 
club’s published plea for funds. When 
the stories broke in the dailics a few 
checks came in and many promises. The 
fate of the club depends upon how much 
can be raised during the week. 


The club, which has been located for 
the past year in the Hotel Woodstock, 
felt the usual seasonal decline more 
heavily than ever this year. Paying pa- 
trons, whose meals help defray the cost 
of the free dinners, have declined with 
the decline of the season, and now more 
than three meals are served free for each 
ene that is paid for. Also increasing 
the financial crises is the recent closing 
of many Broadway shows whose casts 
were contributing 1 per cent of their 
salaries for the maintenance of the club. 

During the summer, more than any 
other time, the charity is needed by the 
theater’s many unemployed. Bessie 
Beatty is the club’s president and may 
be reached at the Woodstock.

Outdoing Eiffel Tower 


PARIS, June 16.—Faure-Dujardic, 
archite<t of the French government, 
and Henry Lossier, engineer, spe- 
cializing on armored-concrete con- 
struction, have drawn plans for a 
tower to be built for the Paris 
World’s Fair (1937) which will be 
by far the tallest in the world. Plans 
call for a circular structure with 
three huge platforms, which will rise 
seven times the height of the Eiffel 
Tower, or 2,000 meters into the air. 
Base will be 210 meters in diameter 
and each of the platforms wil! be 300 
meters in diameter. Elevators and 
a spiral ramp nearly 8 miles in length 
will afford access to the summit. 


New Brookfield Zoo 
Will Open on July 1 


CHICAGO, June 16.—Chicago Zoological 
Gardens in Brookfield, a suburb, will be 
opened to the public on July 1. The 
zoo, which now has 5,000 animals, birds 
and reptiles, has been in the making for 
a number of years and was recently com- 
pleted, work being done under authoriza- 
tion of Cook County forest preserve com- 
missioners. 


A number of animals were added this 
spring. This week there was received 
from Walter Schults, Tanganyika, Africa, 
a shipment that included three giraffes, 
pair of African elephants, two zebras, two 
white-bearded gnus, baboons, birds and 
smal'er animals and an eight-foot Indian 
elephant.

Pund over the closing of the clubhouse reached a climax this week when NVA 
actors raised a rumpus in the office of Harold Rodner, NVA Fund executive vice- 
president, and induced Rodner to supply the clubhouse with dinners until new

The actors, led by the militant Sam Liebert, threatened to 
picket every circuit house in Times Square and also the NVA Fund office. 


Liebert 


even threatened to stage a demonstration and parace on Broadway. Henry Chester- 


field. secretary of the NVA, Inc., says he 
has found new temporary quarters, but 
that the clubhouse will be used for a 
few more days, for mail and office work. 
The landlerd, Clarence Hand, represent- 
ing the Mount Estate, which owns the 
ground on which the clubhouse stands, 
served the dispossess notice to the NVA, 
Inc., last week because the clubhouse had 
not paid $10,000 in back taxes and in- 
terest 

Chesterfield says papers for the breach 
of contract suit and for the action for an 
accounting of funds against the NVA 
Fund will be served Monday. Meanwhile, 
the Chesterfield group is working hard to 
whip up public interest in its plight. It 
feels the NVA Fund, controlled by the 
circuits. will give in if public reaction to 
the fund’s action is adverse. 

Friday morning the 19 employees of 
the NVA, Inc., appeared before the State 
Department of Labor, charging the NVA. 
Inc., and the NVA Fund with failure to 
pay salaries the last 12 weeks. Summonses 
had been served upon 10 NVA officials,

Assent of Association to NRA 
Withdrawn by President Darling

Industry plans to put voluntarily into effect agreement 
of fair competition—first proposed pact is now con- 
sidered to be prohibitive as to wages and hours 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—The National Association of Amusement Parks, Pools, 
Beaches and Piers has withdrawn its assent to a coae of fair competition as given 


to the National Recovery Administration. 


It has advised Deputy Administrator 


William P. Farnsworth to this effect. thru Fiank W. Darling, president of the 


association and chairman of the industry’s code committee. 
told Mr. Farnsworth, will have its own code. 


The industry, it has 
Reasons for this action, which latter 


probably will cause no great surprise in the industry, are generally as follows: 


Experience has demonstrated that prac- 
tical application of provisions of the 
proposed code as to wages and hours 
would represent an increase in costs to 
members of the industry of about 35 
rer cent. 

This, 1t is set forth, would be prohibi- 
tive and simply could not be worked out 
this year. To ascertain what would hap- 
pen in the way of expenses under the 
tentative code, association members took 
it in the final form proposed and applied 
it to their regular pay rolls. 

An increased cost of about 35 per cent 
was indicated. Deputy Farnsworth has 
been assured by executives of the 
NAAPPBP that they and the industry 
will co-operate with NRA in every way 
possible. 

Plans are now on the way for working 
out a code of fair competition for the in- 
dustry, which will be put voluntarily into 
effect and administered without govern- 
ment sanction. 

The industry's representatives are said 
to be going as far as they can in this re- 
spect. Their hope is, as Mr Farnsworth 
has been advised, to build if possible on 
the basis of hours and wages and in the 
light of what heppens under this plan 
to go further next year possibly in the way 
of affiliation under government auspices. 

While the question of hours and wages 
foreshadowed problems for the industry 
under a code from NRA, not only regard- 
ing wages and hours, but regarding prac-

Joan Brady, 24, wife of L. P. (Red) 
Brady and partner in the high-diving 
unit of Brady and Joan, met death in

is told by Oscar Potts, clown in the act. 
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The troupe was playing in Enna 
Jettick Park, foot of Owasco Lake, for 
the George Hamid office. The accident 
happened on June 1) and Mrs. Brady 
died in City Hospital here on June 13. 
Besides her husband, she is survived by 
a 5-year-old daughter 

“Red and Joan were all ready for the 
first performance of the day when it 
happened,” said Potts. “Red was heat- 
ing beeswax and gasoline in their auto 
trailer, which he has done a number of 
times. Two gallons caught fire and Red 
calmly began carrying the blazing mess 
outside. 

“It was burning his hands and face. 
Joan, Red’s beautiful wife and fancy 
diver in the act, saw Red's plight and 
ran towards him to help, and just as 
she got about five feet away from him 
Red threw the burning mess to the 


ground. It spread into about an eight- 
foot circle. The flames were about 
20 feet high, enveloping both. Joan 


and Red ran out of it, but Joan's thin 
clothing caught fire. Red did not see 
her until she screamed. 

“She ran a few feet and threw her- 
self on the ground. Red got to her and 
threw his body on hers. The blaze was 
now about five feet high and Red tried

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Pledge Not To Pay for Artists or 
Orchestra Special Arrangements 


Fines of $1,000 for first offense will cut informer in 
for one-third—nonmembers of MPPA also sign up with 
one exception—this time it’s different 


NEW YORK, June 16.—Once again the publishers of popular music have held 
an indignation meeting and vowed that the corrupt practices that infest the in- 


dustry shall cease. 


But this time they mean business for the most part and John 


G. Paine, chairman of the board of the Music Publishers’ Protective Association, 
has evolved ways and means of putting teeth into the pledge taken early in the 


week at the meeting held at Hotel Astor 


Paine has cut loose with a barrage that 


bids fair to smother the opposition and from now on payment by publishers for 


special arrangements for orchestras, vocal 
groups or any other performing artists is 
on a basis whereby a fine of $1,000 is 
mandatory upon conviction of the first 
offense and $2.000 for the second offense. 

Several distinct features characterize 
the newest attempt of the publishers to 
ge straight. These are: Whereas,the 
members of the MPPA have always been 
a party to an agreement not to pay for 
plugs in any manner whatsoever, the cur- 
rent pledge may be taken by non-mem- 
bers of the MPPA. So far Joe Davis, of 
the firm that bears his name, is the only 
publisher who has flatly come out and 
stated he will not sign the pledge. He 
is not a MPPA member. Robbins Musie 
Corporation has not signed as yet under 
the plea of the general manager, Jack 
Bregman, that Robbins is out of town. 

Unusual frankness pervaded the entire 
meeting and it has been decided that all 
publishers who have commitments to 
pay for special or other arrangements 
Submit the list to the MPPA and all pay- 
ments to go thru this organization. After 
these are in the pledge takes effect, It 
is an offense and violation of the pledge 
to assist in any way the making of an 
arrangement for any performing artist, 
whether or not the artist pays for it him- 
self. 


While a fine clause of a considerable 
sum has always been in the by-laws of 
the MPPA, the fact that publishers sit- 
ting on the board of directors might have 
been guilty themselves prevented those 
charged with violations from being fined, 
Now the presence of an outsider, such as 
a sitting or ex-Supreme Court judge, who 
will sit in and pass on the cases of those 
brought up on charges, will have an al- 
together different effect. 


For the first time orchestra leaders have 
been contacted direct by the MPPA thru 
letters and advertisements in trade papers 
advising them of the situation in ques- 
tion. Their co-operation was requested, 
in the direct communications. 


These and other items make the pres- 
ent move somewhat more drastic than 
others that have gone before and Paine 
reminded the ‘music men that if they 
expected the broadcasters to co-operate 
and use their NRA code clause on keep- 
ing bribed artists off the air, then they 
would have to take the hint from the 
radio men to start the movement within 
their own ranks at least. Rumor anent 
the Federal Trade Commission taking a 
hand in the matter and precipitating 
the pledge being taken is wholly errone- 
ous. Altho Paine did confer with a local 
FTC representative it was entirely un- 
official, the commissioner being curious 
on the fact that the same names ap- 
peared on the various music publishing 
organization boards. With the MDS go- 
ing out of existence it is one board less. 

As a matter of fact, the late J. C. 
Rosenthal, while general manager of 
ASCAP, threatened to call upon the FTC 
if the publishers did not stop their cut- 
in practices with radio stars. The move 
was primarily aimed at a certain publisher 
who was getting plugs by giving a per- 
centage of song royalties to artists who 
never had a thing to do with the writing 
of a song. 

The fact that informers will be given 
one-third of the amount of the fines col- 
lected, when convictions are obtained on 
their evidence, is expected to be the 
chief worry of those who plan to cheat. 
Employees who seek to give gratuities to 
artists or band leaders are subject to 
immediate dismissal and, according to 
the understanding, employees so dis- 
charged will probably not be hired by 
other publishers, Since every employee 
of a music house or any musician in a 
band is in a position to turn someone in 


for paying for an arrangement, the go- 
ing will of necessity be careful from now 
on. Knowledge of such payments that 
are not reported makes the possessor of 
the knowledge equally guilty with the 
actual violator of the pledge. 

Actual conditions grew so bad of late 
that not a few band leaders and music 
men who ordinarily saw no harm in pay- 
ing for an arrangement for a big band, 
finally got thoroly disgusted. Disclesures 
recently made in a minor Tin Pan Alley 
explosion helped to bring matters to a 
head. 


“Sailor” Unfit for 
Clean Congressmen 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Sailor, Be- 
ware!, which has been running in New 
York ali season with no visible ill effects 
on the morality of either the navy or 
the citizenry, came in for a drubbing 
here this week from two assistant United 
States attorneys, Messrs, Hart and Kin- 
delberger, who couldn’t take it and rec- 
ommended that the show be closed. The 
action came after reported complaints 
to Superintendent of Police Ernest W. 
Brown. 

The show continued, however, after 
permission was given by U. S. Attorney 
Leslie C. Garnett, following the elimina- 
tion of certain lines. This was the sec- 
ond week for the piece, which is playing 
at the National, presented by the Na- 
tional. Theater Players, spring and sum- 
mer stock outfit. Manager Steve Cochran 
represented that he had a large invest- 
ment in the production and would suffer 
a heavy loss if it closed. With certain 
lines out it continues, and members of 
Congress are safe from contamination. 

Affair helped the b. 0. considerably, 
with long lines forming after the story 
broke. There were no complaints dur- 
ing the first week of playing. 


Fire No Out in IA 
Cedar Rapids Claim 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., June 16.—Loss of 
equipment damaged in the Majestic 
Theater fire here May 25, when the in- 
terior of Cedar Rapids’ oldest show- 
house was destroyed, will not affect a 
claim filed in the District Court here 
against L. M. Garman and Don C. Cook, 
managers, by the Motion Picture Oper- 
ators and Stage Employees’ Local Union 
No. 191 for salaries, overtime wages and 
back pay. 

Last spring when business went into 
a slump the union agreed to accept a 
temporary reduction of 10 per cent to 
September 1. At the expiration of the 
agreement, it is alleged, the pay cut was 
not eliminated, but continued. An ar- 
bitration board awarded the claim to 
the union on the pay slash and this 
was approved by Sol A. Rosenblatt, NRA 
division administrator. Now suit is be- 
ing brought in an effort to obtain the 
amount claimed to be due.

They 
would not have received one cent of sal- 
ary for their three weeks’ of rehearsal. 


Unemployed members should call at 
the Chorus Equity office daily. The 
Employment Bureau is here for your use. 
All productions msde in New York give 
us calls, and we have calls for all of the 
better class units. There is no reason 
why any member of Chorus Equity 
should pay a commission for an engage- 
ment, Use your own Employment 
Bureau, which charges no commission. 

Mail is forwarded to members only on 
request. If there is no such request 
the mail is held for six months. At 
the expiration of this time it is listed in 
The Billboard and then sent to the last 
address we have for the member. If 
there is no address it is returned to the 
post office. If you are leaving town 
give us a forwarding address and your 
mail will be sent to you. 

Members working in presentations 
should report ‘all code violations imme- 
diately such violations occur. If you wait 
until the unit closes it is sometimes dif- 
ficult to find the person against whom 
the complaint should be lodged. As the 
amount of employment to which you 
are entitled under the code is in direct 
ratio to the amount of rehearsal, you 
should be careful to keep all dates of 
rehearsal.

‘Startling disclosures’ miss- 
ing at Monday’s meeting— 
organisation holds show 


CHICAGO, June 16.—The “startling 
disclosures” promised for the meeting of 
the Entertainers’ Protective Association 
held Monday night at the Social Science 
Institute failed to materialize. The 
meeting, held to further the organiza- 
tion plans of the EPA, headed by Robert 
Rooney, was largely one of protest 
against conditions prevailing in the pro- 
fession at the present time. The facts 
presented as to chiseling agents, starva- 
ticn wages paid acts and unfavorable 
working conditions failed to startle 
those present, as they were already 
familiar with the conditions depicted 
and most of them could have added de- 
tails that really would have startled. 
Little headway was made toward soundly 
establishing the EPA in Chicago. 

Several acts queried by a Billboard 
representative stated frankly that while 
they would be glad to see an organiza- 
tion fighting for the performer, they 
could not see their way clear to openly 
ally themselves with the movement at 
this time because of their economic 
condition. One act said: “What is the 
use of putting ourselves on the spot? 
We've got to eat and no matter how 
sincere these boys behind the movement 
may be they can’t put this thing over 
without a long fight—and who of us is 
prepared for such a fight. As it is, we 
are getting just enough work to exist. 
If we don’t get a couple of days a week 
we won't eat, and it’s hard to fight on 
an empty stomach. I know that is not 
the crusader’s spirit, but you can't 
blame us for looking out for our imme- 
diate needs.” 

It was announced that a benefit per- 
formance would be held at the Social 
Science Institute, 439 N. Clark street, 
tenight (Saturday) for unemployed 
actors, with dancing to follow the show. 
An admission of 15 cents is being 

ed.

NEW YORK, June 16.—Principal development this week in the Local 802, 
American Federation of Musicians, battle for local autonomy was the loss of the 
first court battle started by the “rebel” faction. Last week 802 members received 
cards stating that the regular monthly meeting, to have been held June 11, had 
been postponed until after the AFM convention, starting next week in Cleveland. 
“Rebels” maintained this to be simply a move taking away any chance they might 
have had of getting one of their own group on the list of delegates to the conven- 


tion or of passing any resolutions with 
specific instructions to the delegates. Ed- 
ward Canavan, president of the local, 
stated, however, that it was a routine 
matter and that it had been done in the 
belief a meeting after the convention was 
the wiser thing to do. 


Following this action, several of the 
“rebels” went to court, seeking an in- 
junction whereby Canavan would be 
forced to have the meeting. Case was 
argued before Judge John L. Walsh, of 
the Supreme Court, and his decision was 
against the “rebels.” 


Another angle on the 802 situation 
came thru Joseph N. Weber, president of 
the AFM. In his report to the convention 
delegates, Weber dealt at length with the 
New York City local, and covered all 
phases thereof. The question of creed en- 
tered in his report after he had devoted 
considerable space to the Oberwager fac- 
tion’s activities. His report stated: 

“The question may well be asked, ‘Why 
all this?’ It can only be answered in one 
Way, namely, that the New York local is 
unwieldy. If special meetings are called 
for special purposes, those who are in- 
terested in same may control any meet- 
ing, even tho several thousand members 
may attend. It is easy tc influence a 
large meeting in which the individual 
more often than not cannot even make 
himself heard in opposition, if things are 
proposed which appear to be against their

of questions, and intelligent action there- 
on, become impossible. Further, the lo- 
cal is composed of all nationalities, in- 
cluding the Hungarian, the German, the 
Hebrew, the Italian, the Anglo-Saxon and 
many others, the Anglo-Saxon represent- 
ing a minority in comparison with the 
others.

Ky. Three Per Cent Gross 
Receipt Tax Passes House 


FRANKFORT, Ky., June 16 — The 
proposed three per cent gross receipts 
tax bill, including within its provisions 
a similar levy on amusement concerns, 
passed the House of Representatives here 
by the vote of 51 to 47, exactly the 
necessary number of votes required. 
Speaker W. E. Rogers cast the deciding 
vote. The measure now goes to the Sen- 
ate, where its passage is expected, altho 
the vote there, as in the House, is con- 
ceded to be close. 

Altho passage of the bill is ultimately 
expected and its signing by the governor 
assured, amusement cfficials were not 
unduly concerned. - The bill provides 
that the tax must be passed on to the 
consumer, and bills which call for a 
much larger tax on amusement concerns 
are now pending in the House, but their 
defeat is expected now that the gross 
receipts tax bill has cleared the House. 
Among the major bills which are pend- 
ing and which will probably be killed 
as a result of the passage of the sales 
tax is a bill to levy a five-cent tax on 
each 25 cents or fractional part thereof 
of admission to shows, circuses, carni- 
vals, dances or any amusement place 
to which admission is charged.

Austin Sues MCA; 
Seeks $100,000 


LOS ANGELES, June 16. — A suit 
against the Music Corporation of Ameri- 
ca, charging monopoly, asking for an in- 
junction restraining the MCA from per- 
suading Johnny Candido (Candy, of 
Candy and Ccco) to break his contract 
with Gene Austin, and seeking damages 
of $100,000 has been filed here by Gene 
Austin. Monopoly angle enters in the 
plaintiff's claim that MCA attempts to 
disrupt independent opposition to its ac- 
tivities. Ted Fio-Rito is co-defendant. 

MCA, says Austin, has an agreement 
with the American Federation of Musi- 
cians, and insofar as MCA’s activities are 
concerned, dictates to the AFM whenever 
MCA is involved This means monopoly, 
charges the performer, and further al- 
leges it thru claims that by means of the 
union telling employers not to engage 
indie artists on the penalty of beine 
refused all MCA clients. 

Austin says he has a five-year con- 
tract. starting in 1933, with Candy, and 
that MCA and Fio-Rito induced Candv 
to join Fio-Rito’s band. He claims 
275,000 damages already. Defendants 
state the Candy-Austin contract was 
invalid. 


American Play Sues Veiller 


HOLLYWOOD, June 16.—W. A. Stew- 
art, assignee of the American Play Com- 
pany, alleges in a suit filed in Superior 
Court this week that Bayard Veiller owes 
the playbroking outfit $10,090 in back 
commissions on an agreement made in 
1922 whereby he was to pay 20 per eent 
on all moneys received from salary or 
royalties. The contract was for five 
years. According to the charges, Veiller 
received over 300 grand up to 1927. 
but paid Am Play only 10 per cent in- 
stead of the allegedly stipulated 20.

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DETROIT UNION MIXUP 


Actors’ Outfits Lock Horns in 
Fight Over AFL Jurisdiction 


Ward. of DEA, announces federal charter granted, but 
grant is denied by Green, Dullzell and Whitehead—DEA 
may affiliate with AFA—Whitehead plans trip 


DETROIT, June 16.—Local performers have suddenly found themselves in the 
midst of a fight over AFL jurisdiction here between the Detroit Entertainers’ Asso- 


ciation and the American Federation of Actors. 


The DEA, organized by local vaude- 


villians, announced this week that it had secured an AFT charter thru Frank X. 


Martel, president of the Detroit Federation of Labor. 


However, after an investiga- 


tion by The Billboard and by the APA, it was discovered that such a charter had 
not been issued. Earlier in the week Harry Werd, president of the DEA, told The 


Billboard that he had been granted a 
federal union charter by Martel with 
the approval of William Green, president 
of the AFL. He said, “We have local op- 
tion here. The question of possible 
affiliation with the AFL has not come up 
as yet. I understand the AFA is plan- 
ning to organize a definite drive here 
within two or three weeks, but I antici- 
pate no trouble and I do not consider 
ours a dual union.” 


Upon inquiry William Green wired 
from Washington, D. C., “No charter has 
been or will be issued to DEA. These 
workers are advised to come under the 
jurisdiction of the Associated Actors and 
Artistes of America.” Martel, when con- 
fronted with the news of doubt over the 
charter, said, “We cannot give any in- 
formation on the status of this charter 
except to DEA members. The Detroit 
Federation is a local unit of AFL and 
evervthing will be done according to 
straight union practice. This is just an 
organization stage now.” 


In New York Paul Dulizell, executive 
secretary of the Four A’s, said he had 
been in correspordence with Ward and 
that he had referred him to Ralph White- 
head secretary of the AFA. Dullzell 
addea that Green had referred to him a 
letter from Martel urging him to grant 
a@ special charter to the DEA. Martel, 
according to Dullzell, wrote Green again 
that he (Martel) had written to Dullzell 
and that Dullzell had passed the buck to 
Whitehead. Whitehead says that neither 
Ward nor Martell has been in correspond- 
ence with him. 


Whitehead stated yesterday that the 
AFA has AFL jurisdiction over vaude, 
club and beer garden performers in this 
country and Canada, and that the DEA 
could not possibly get an AFL jurisdic- 
tion in Detroit without his consent. He 
said that he has had members check up 
on local conditions and that his personal 
representative has attempted to negotiate 
a deal to take over the DEA and that 
Ward turned the proposition down. He 
says that now, because of this trouble, 
he will make Detroit the next stop in his 
organizing drive. 


Ward, formerly in vaude with Ward 
and Watts, insisted earlier this week that 
there was no conflict between the DEA 
and the AFA on jurisdiction. Yesterday 
he said that the DFA was dissatisfied with 
its limited possible charter and wants

The AFA is a member of the As- 
sociated Actors and Artistes of 
America, which is the international 
union of actors. This organization 
is composed of Equity, Chorus 
Equity, AFA, Grand Opera Choral 
Alliance, German White Rats, Bur- 
lesque Artists’ Association, Hun- 
garian Actors’ Unien, Hebrew Ac- 
tors’ Union of New York and Phila- 
delphia, Hebrew Chorus Union of 
New York and Philadelphia, and 
Singers’ Guild of Los Angeles. 
Members holding paid-up cards of 
one unit can play in the jurisdiction 
of another unit, the cards being in- 


terchangeable.

The Downtrodden 


HEN the opposition strikes it is usually the undér- 

dog who gets hit. When vaudeville did a floppo the 

actor got it in the solar plexus; the theater operator 
turned his house into a movie grind, garage, roller rink, shoot- 
ing gallery or cafe. The actor is still looking for work. 

When legit took a nosedive the legit actor wore hoies thru 
the seat of his single pair of pants, but most of the theater 
owners put over nice deals with film exhibitors and others who 
had their eyes on choice real estate parcels. 

Burlesque actors with a conscience made a valiant effort 
to try their luck in other fields when burlycue surrendered to 
the strip-tease mode. The theater operators didn’t do so 
badly. They turned with renewed vigor to their candy 
concession business; with “art” magazines and French pic- 
ures on the side. The underdog, better known as the actor, 
got it in the neck at each turn of the road. 

But all of this is past history. A new situation has arisen 
and here the underdog also plays his usual tragic role. This 
is the phenomenally successful boycott movement against 
film theaters fostered by religious and civic groups whose 
patience with the dilly-dallying of the Will Hays organiza- 
tion was finally exhausted. 

Boycotts are dangerous things. They are usually to be 
decried as the manifestation of a bully’s brute strength. But 
the medicine must fit the ailment. There are times, indeed, 
when boycotts are to be hailed as the effective weapon of a 
righteously indignant majority rebelling against a power- 
drunk minority. There are no crackpots, professional reform- 
ers or holier-than-thou neurotics tied up conspicuously in the 
present boycott movement against salacious films. The lead- 
ers of this movement are men who credit the films with what is 
their due but who are aware of the desperate need for desperate 
action in a situation that has gone beyond the control of the 
public—except thru the medium of a boycott. The Billboard 
has repeatedly warned Hollywood about the stinky ingredients 
of its product. We have warned the producers in time for them 
to do something about it. But the warning was, in effect, noth- 
ing more than a weak voice in a wilderness of yowls, screams, 
screeches and guffaws of creatures blinded by their own 
glamour; deafened by their own insane cries of defiance aimed 
at all and sundry who dare tell them how to run their business. 

There have been local and mild national boycotts before. 
There have been protests before. But all of these minor dis- 
turbances were quelled by the wonder workers hired by the 
major producers for reasons other than their good looks. But 
the present boycott is the real thing. War chests, propaganda 
and similar means will not stop the stampede. This time the 
reform element means business—and if our dope is straight 
they will settle only on what amounts to a dollar for dollar 
basis ; specifically, results in the form of a cleanup—a complete 
cleanup—of the whole Hollywood situation. 

In this boycott business there is also an underdog. He is getting 
the brunt of the attack and he is least responsible for the condition that 
brought about the boycott. We refer to the independent (unaffiliated) 
exhibitor, who has about as much chance of choosing his product, separat- 
ing the salacions from the clean and wholesome films, as a snowball in hell. 

The boycotters are not discriminating in favor of the helpless in- 
dependent—and they should. Under present conditions if the independ- 
ent were to decide to use only films that meet with the complete and 
whole-hearted approval of himself and the religious and civic organiza- 
tions of his community he would be open about four days in a month. 
But something can be done by the boycotting groups to help the inde- 
pendent who is just as eager as they to give his patrons the brand of 
entertainment that will insure the perpetuation and growth of his busi- 
ness. It should be done at once. The situation of the independents is 
desperate. They need this break to keep going. We fear that if they 


don’t get it many of them will be swept out of the business. 
* * x * “ 


The film boycott is a symptom of a growing public sentiment. It is 
proof of the fact that certain alleged showmen have their fingers on 
something, but not the public’s pulse. It should serve as a warning to 
vaudeville, legit and what is left of burlesque. Nobody in the show 
business wants outside. official censorship. The best way to avoid it is 
to make it unnecessary, That’s the strongest weapon; far more effective 
than all the moneys the Hays organization can corral for a counter drive 
at this stage of the game.

including Pat Casey, Sam _ Scribner, 
Harold Rodner, Major L. E. Thompson and 
William J. Lee. Lee and Martin E. King, 
representing the other officers, appeared 
for the Fund. 

The employees claimed $6,675 had been 
utilized from receipts of the clubhouse 
to buy food for actors up to June 8, and 
that this money would have. ordinarily 
gone to salaries. They testified that the 
NVA, Inc., has not received any money 
from the fund since October 1, and that 
the clubhouse got along since then main- 
ly on credit. They asked that the fund 
liquidate the indebtedness at once and 
that this money go for salaries. The 
beard instructed the NVA, Inc., and the 
NVA Fund to appear Tuesday for a de- 
cision. 

The NVA, Inc., held a protest meet- 
ing Wednesday midnight at the club- 
house. About 400 crowded the dining 
room to hear Chesterfield, Charles H. 
O'Donnell, executive vice-president; Lie- 
bert, Ben Lipset, Set. Benny Pranklin and 
Harry Miller address them. Chesterfield 
revealed that he had not been paid since 
November and that clubhouse employees, 
all old-time vaudevillians, had not re- 
ceived pay the past 12 weeks. He said 
that under the five-year contract be- 
tween the NVA, Inc., and the NVA Fund, 
the Fund agrees to provide quarters 
“suitably located and adequate in size 
to meet the requirements of the club.” 

Chesterfield added that the contract 
provides that the Fund create and main- 
tain a contingent fund of $15,000 at the 
disposal of the NVA, Inc. He said that 
to the best of his knowledge the last 
three annual drives netted $1,250,000. 

O'Donnell said that the NVA, Inc., had 
no intention of relinquishing its $700,000 
equity in the club building without a 
fight. The clubhouse is understood to 
have an assessed value of close to $400,- 
000. It is interesting to note that the 
Fund is allowing the owner of the ground 
to take the building rather than supply 
the NVA, Inc., with $10,000. 

The building is owned by the 229 West 
46th Street Corpcration, a holding com- 
pany owned outright by the Pund. 

During the meeting three actors got 
up and suggested the NVA actors join the 
American Federation of Actors as the only 
solution. The suggestion, however, was 
not acted upon The meeting ended with 
pledges of moral support from the actors 
to Chesterfield. Chesterfield also declared 
that Rodner had told him $121,000 had 
come in during this year’s drive, with a 
few more houses to be accounted for, and 
that one theater turned in 43 cents. 

Rodner, as spokesman for the circuit, 
was unavailable for comment, but the 
NVA Pund counsel, Martin E. King, re- 
iterated Rodner’s statement that the 
Fund would no longer support NVA social 
activities. King als> insisted that the 
much-discussed contract has not been 
broken.

CHILDREN PROGRAM THESIS 


Most Complete Attempt To Study 
Their Reaction From All Angles 


Survey under direction of college profs covered 3,200 
children in N. Y. metropolitan area—percentage of par- 
ents included—results awaited by research experts 


NEW YORK, June 16.—The most comprehensive survey and study of children’s 
interest, reaction and activity in radio ever undertaken in the history of the in- 
dustry was brought to light before a specially invited group of members of the 
Market and Research Council, when this body was addressed by I. L. Eisenberg, a 
philosophy student at Teachers’ College, Columbia University. Eisenberg has been 
conducting the study under the direction of a committee of professors at Teacher’s 
College and the completed results ‘n book form will be Eisenberg’s dissertation by 


way of securing his Ph. D. degree. Survey 
included several series of questions an- 
swered hy over 32,000 children whose 
school grades were sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades and whcse ages averaged 
from 10 to 14 years. All classes and types 
of children were questioned, from those 
attending public and private schools to 
some parochial institutions, all in the 
metropclitan area. which takes in some 
of the most exclusive suburbs where the 
parents and teachers’ organization holds 
Sway, as well as the slums of the city. 


Questionnaires and answers, which 
caused extreme interest on the part of 
market, research and sales executives of 
national advertisers’ agencies and radio 
stations, revealed them to be the most 
complete layout of their kind ever at- 
tempted Esvecially important is the 
fact that Eisenberg not only had the 
chilcren write out questions and answers 
at length but these were followed up at 
intervals with additional questionnaires 
as a check on the first and second, while 
the parents of a certain percentage of 
the children were interviewed over the 
phone and also were asked to fill out a 
questionnaire. This further rechecked 
the previous work and resulted in valu- 
able information being derived. 


First questionnaire submitted to each 
child contained 62 questions, not includ- 
ing preliminary information about him- 
self. Last 12 questions did not concern 
radio. Question number three, for in- 
stance, asked the child to list the radio 
programs he listened to the past week and 
to fill in as manv as possible without 
guess work and to be very careful. He 
was already told that tpelling, etc., did 
not count. Subheads asked for name 
of program, the sponsor, hour it was on 
the air and how lone he had been follow- 
ing the programs in question. The in- 
formation set down in most cases was 
highly accurate and number of programs 
given averaged about 10. 


Other information derived was the 
time children wanted to hear programs 
most; their favorites: those they did not 
like at all: what benefit was derived from 
listening to certain programs; whether 
any program made them do anything 
wrong: whether they were cautioned not 
to listen to certain programs; preferences 
for movies, riding a bicycle, reading the 
funnies or what have you, gave radio a 
surprisingly good break, Membership in 
radio clubs, songs that were learned as 
a result of radio and numerous other 
questions intended to feel out the child’s’ 
reactions completed the list, 


Questionnaire to the parents advised 
them more fully as to what the study 
was about and the items asked of them 
included: What specific programs do you 
approve of for the children; if they are 
urged to listen to certain ones; what 
hours you prefer to have them listen in; 
do you feel it interferes with their work; 
What specific product does your family 
buv as a result of listening to the radio; 
what role does radio play in training your 
children; is it helpful or a hindrance. 
Room on back of blank allows parent to 
write freely of her reactions toward radio 
and the children. Not a few mothers 
considered radio indispensable for chil- 
aren as well as adults. 

Maiority of children were questioned 
during the months of February, March 
and April. Some of this information is 
still being tabulated. Another interview 
blank was used during the current month 
by way of psychological nature, the ques- 
tions seeming easier and covering re- 
actions over a period of a year. These

Joe 
Penner was first mentioned and that is 
now out. Later Bing Crosby was men- 
tioned, and altho he was offered the spot 
he has definitely turned it down and is 
practically set to return to the air for 
Woodbury’s Soap. The latest is that Tim 
Ryan and Irene Noblette, Paul Whiteman 
and possibly George Arliss. Thompson 
agency can put practically any of its big 
name talent on at this time, including 
Rudy Vallee, who broadcasts for another 
of the same sponsor’s products, Fleisch- 
mann’s yeast. 

Every indication leads to the radio 
editors ignoring Cantor pretty much, 
other than mentioning, at the time, his 
return to the kilocycles.

of the largest hookups ever to Carry a 
fight. This included both the NBC red 
and blue webs plus short wave to vari- 
cus foreign climes. Kraft-Phenix Cheese 
Corporation, which gave up its NBC- 
WEAF chain for the fight, paid its tal- 
ent, which stood by, but did nicely by 
getting a credit now and then on more 
stations than on its regular Thursday 
night shows.

“Old Maestro” Is 


Cause of Lawsuit 


9s 
Pabst and New Haven 
brewers battle over use 
of name 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 16.—It was 
decided today that the decision on the 
action brought by the Premier Pabst 
Corporation, of Peoria, I1l., which is 
seeKing a permanent injunction against 
the Elm City Brewing Company, of New 
Haven, for using the name of Old 
Maestro, be given in two weeks hence, at 
which time briefs will also be filed. 


Ben Bernie, known as the Old Maestro 
end who has advertised Pabst Blue Rib- 
bon Beer since 1931, according to the 
plaintiff, will not appear here, but an 
affidavit of his testimony was entered 
in the case Wednesday. 


Thru its counsel, Rockwell & Bartho- 
low, of this city, the Pabst corporation 
alleged that the Elm City Brewing Com- 
pany violated the trade rights of the 
plaintiff in using the name Old Maestro 
and that the plaintiff alone has the 
right to use the name. The plaintiff 
further alleged that they had been ad- 
vertising the name since it contracted 
with Ben Bernie to advertise the product 
in his radio broadcasts over nation- 
wide hookups. 


Judge William L. Hadden and George 
W. Crawford, representing the Elm City 
Brewing Company, claimed that no vio- 
lation of the trade rights exists, as the 
fname Old Maestro is common and not 
exclusive and is merely an advertising 
medium.

WWL Gets Full Time 
After 5-Year Fight 


NEW ORLEANS, June asnaunne Sta- 
tion WWL has been authorized by the 
Federal Radio Commission to take over 
full-time operation of the 850-kilocycle 
cleared channel. Granting of full-time 
right on the channel climaxed a fight of 
approximately five years between WWL, 
operated by Loyola University, and Sta- 
tion KWKH at Shreveport, formerly 
operated by W. K. Henderson. Numer- 
ous hearines were held and frequent 
clashes had taken place between the 
fiery Henderson and the operators of 
the Loyola station. When WWL was 
granted full time on the 850-kilocycle 
channel KWKH was given full-time 
operation on the 1100-kilocycle channel, 
also used by WPG, Atlantic City, and 
WLWL, New York. 


KWEH,. however, must construct a 
directional antenna first so that it will 
not interfere with the New York and 
Atlantic City stations. “It will take 
about three months for KWKH to con- 
struct that directional antenna to pre- 
vent it from interfering with the sta- 
tions named,” Rev. W. A. Burke, S.J., 
faculty director of WWL, said.

Schlitz beer might have made Mil- 
waukee famous, but it got off on the 
wrong foot in seeking to do the same 
for its radio programs. However, the 
original entertainment from Chicago as 
well as the ad agency involved has been 
switched and after building its show as 
it went aiong, much like a legit attrac- 
tion breaking in in the sticks, the cur- 
rent program has been steadily strength- 
ened (and 15 minutes’ running time 
added) to the point where it is now a 
contender as a Friday night attraction. 
Getting away from the Program of the 
Week idea, BBD&O agency in originating 
the show in New York studios took on 
Victor Young and his orchestra, a male 
octet, Frank Crumit, Vivien Ruth, and 
Parker Fennelly as Uncle Abner. With 
this broadcast the show went to 45 
minutes and added Celonel Stoopnagel 
and Budd and Everett Marshall, bari- 
tone. Forthcoming talent was of course 
announced on previous programs. Where- 
as the Eight Gentlemen From Milwau- 
kee, the male octet, and Vivien Ruth 
got a lonk-in before, they are somewhat 
in the background in the current setup. 

Frank Crumit, doing his ditties and 
dialog with Harry Von Zell, announcer, 
and Parker Fennelly and Stoopnagel and 
Budd manage to grab the limelight to 
considerable extent, while Marshall of- 
fers two standout numbers, one of them 
being Wagon Wheels, which he success- 
fully introduced in the Ziegfeld Follies. 
Talent was nicely introduced at the 
opening, each artist doing a few bars 
by way of saving hello, with the or- 
chestra proceeding on its way when it 
came to Victor Young and the program 
was smoothly on its way. Fennelly, as 
Uncie Abner, does a swell characteriza- 
tion of a chipper old beer connoisseur 
and contributes strongly toward the 
credits in an unobtrusive manner. 
Blatant commercial talks are not in 
evidence despite the fact that the 
“enzyme control” business is driven 
home. 

Supplying the comedy relief, Colonel 
Stoopnagel and Budd, late of the Camel 
cigaret programs, seem to appear to 
better advantage and in a spot more 
suited to their type of work Also, their 
material standard has becn jacked up to 
some extent. In their early effort they 
did a few imitations of radio stars as 
well as an Uncle Tom travesty. Later 
they burlesqued the dramatized radio 
credit, mentioning it by name, which 
got better just as it was about to seem 
drawn out and unfunny. Advisability 
of using this particular type of mate- 
rial is questionable for obvious reasons. 
Especially since the very program on 
which the team is working is practically 
doing that type of credit in part. In 
this reviewer’s opinion,’ this sort of 
material is an attempt to overdo the 
Fred Allen style of stuff, but on a wrong 
tack. Why any sane radio exec in an 
agency should stand for ribbing the 
dramatized credit, whether or not he be- 
lieves in it, is a jaur pas de luxe. No 
laugh is worth it. 

Apart from this the talent weaves in 
and out smoothly in a very entertaining 
three-quarters of an hour and the pro- 
gram bids fair to make the beer buyers 
Schlitz-conscious. M. H. S&S.

Press-Radio Bureau Asks Dailies 
For Credits in Program Listings 


NEW YORK, June 16. — Press-Radio 
Bureau, set up by the National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters and the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, has 
requested all daily papers to list the 
news broadcasts supplied radio stations 
as Press-Radio News in the dailies’ pro- 
Notice was sent out by 
the broadcasters this week and immedi- 
ately thereafter the New York dailies 
followed thru. 

Interpretation placed on the request 
was that the bureau wants the dailies to 
find out which stations are adhering 
to the agreement and by that token not 
competing with the dailies from the 
news broadcasts angle. It was stated 
that one station around this neck of the 
woods had been having trouble getting 
space until it entered the bureau’s fold. 

Another angle on this situation de- 
veloped in Washington, where Senator 
Dill, according to information, gave the 
impression that he might, ultimately, 
wind up associated with an organization 
using short wave for news broadcasts to 
the stations. Senator is enthusiastic 
about the idea but stated he would pre- 
fer to have either the Associated Press 
or the United Press set up this service. 

Senator Dill criticized the Press-Radio 


Bureau news bulletins and_ stated: 
“Howeve:;, the present arrangement * * * 
is unsatisfactory because they allow only 
five-minute broadcasts and will not per- 
mit this time to be sponsored by an ad- 
vertiser. 

“TI agree absolutely with them that 
their news is their property and that 
they have a right to handle it in their 
own way. T think, however, they are 
making a mistake and by restricting it 
to too brief periods and not allowing 
the time to be sold. . . . A weakness 
of the present system is the high tele- 
graph tolls and the cost of distribution. 
It could be done much more cheaply by 
the RCA after they have installed their 
wireless city-to-city stations. ove 
have talked to representatives of several 
of the large press associations trying to 
convince them that the opportunity is 
theirs and that if radio stations can’t 
buy more news at a lower transmittal 
rate from them it will surely result in a 
nation-wide short-wave news service or- 
ganized especially for the use of the 
stations.” 

There are several short-wave radio 
news organizations already, including 
Radio News Service of America and the 
organization set up by the Yankee Net-

interview blanks are intended as some- 
thing that may be more of perennial 
value, asking questions as to what they 
would like to hear this: coming fall; 
which month they listened in most; 
which single program was remembered 
most; whether any program made the 
child dream, the interviewer to probe 
deepiy into the answers. Various other 
preferences are to be brought out by the 
interviewer and the child is to be rated 
as to personality, neatness, responsive- 
ness, poise, attention, courtesy and frank- 
ness 

Children are rated bright, dull and 
nermal, with every type being included 
purposely in the study. Unofficial results 
of the survey appear to give radio the 
best of it, with few parents having any 
specific programs to be kept away from 
children; altho there are some that do, 
the percentage was in the minority. 
Eisenberg figures it will take him and his 
assistants three months before the study 
is completely revised and tabulated. This 
philosophy student has also in prepara- 
tion a study of the history of children’s 
radio programs and will use the NBC, 
CBS and WOR past and present shows. 

Sponsors of children’s programs, in 
particular, as well as agency and radio 
sales promotion departments are anxious 
to obtain additional info in the Eisenberg 
survey, since the revisions of the ques- 
tionnaire and interview blanks, for in- 
stance, are to be broken down into boy 
or gir! preferences with the possibility of 
getting nearer the idea of what suits both 
of them When synopses of general pro- 
grams have been studied, and types of 
programs liked and disliked by children 
graded as to sex and intelligence, and 
tabulated, the Eisenberg survey will be 
conclusive and thoro to the point where 
there will be over 500,000 items involved.

Li- 
cense fee will be $10 per annum for 
each table seating four and 35 for each 


extra seat. Pending okeh of the side- 
walk law the spots of this type in the 
city are operating under an injunction 
restraining police. from interfering. 

Another cafe development this week 
came from Nassau County, where the 
d. a. Elvin Edwards warned operators 
to get rid of female impersonators from 
their floor shows. If they don’t they 
face prosecution and loss of beverage 
licenses. 


Showboat “Buccaneer” 


For the present the big selling point 
of the Hudson River Day Line’s Show- 
boat aboard the steamer Buccaneer will 
have to be that moonlight ride and all 
its advantages, plus, while it lasts, the 
close-up view of the fleet afforded by 
the boat ride up the Hudson.

Moss 
continued to have hearings, was congratulated by the mayor, and intends to see that 


bookers issue equitable contracts. 
Court signed the order which was served 
It allows for a review of the decision and 
hearings by the court in the Hickey & 
Anger case against Sherman over cancel- 
lation of the unit, Words and Music, 
Moss dismissed the complaint after agree- 
ing that the contract was inequitable and 
Was never approved by his department, 
— violations of the general business 
aw. 

Moss continued his hearing on Wednes- 
day of Chilton and Thomas against the 
Lafayette Theater. Latter was not rep- 
resented at the hearing, but Moss ordered 
a summons to be served for a hearing 
this Tuesday. Chilton and Thomas in- 
troduced three other witnesses to testify 
of unwholesome dealings with the thea- 
ter. The witnesses were Harry Lenetska, 
manger of the Three Keys, and Laura 
and Ina Dupcan, who were members of 
the Connie’s Inn floor show. They all 
testified that they came out on the short 
end when playing for the _ theater. 
Michael Halperin, attornev for the per- 
formers, introduced in evidence a court 
suit he unearthed where Connie’s Inn had 
successfully sued the theater. Augusta 
Ocker, of the Wardrobe Union, was a 
voluntary witness, appearing for Florence 
Davis. 

Moss for the second time reserved de- 
cision on this case, saving he was not 
so sure of the law. He said he may not 
at this time be able to revoke the license, 
but that the information would be used 
when the theater applied for a license 
renewal. He again said his office must 
protect the actor. Moss, however, will 
hear the case again on Tuesday when a 
summons will be served on Frank Schiff- 
man, manager of the Lafayette. 

It is Moss’ intention to go thru with 
the plan to see that the booking offices 
have equitable contracts. He has an ap- 
pointment Monday with Ralph White- 
head, of the AFA, and also sent out let- 
ters to such theatrical lawyers as Maurice 
Goodman, I. Robert Broder and Harold 
Goldblatt to assist him in determin- 
ing what are equitable clauses. A meeting 
will be called shortly to get to work on 
this matter. 

Another case that will be heard by Moss 
on Tuesday is that of the 20th Century 
Revve, owned by Ervel Powers, who has 
complained against Lillian Bradley. Lat- 
ter booked the revue in South Norwalk 
for the Conn. National Guard for a week 
last October, and the revue played only 
three days and at that did not get paid 
off. 

Moss, accompanied by his brother, B. S.., 
visited Mayor LaGuardia Thursday morn- 
ine, and the commissioner was congratu- 
lated for the fine work he is doing with 
his department.

Boston mass meeting held 


@ 

BOSTON, June 16. — The American 
Federation of Actcrs filed 21 charges of 
vaude code violations with the Regional 
Labor Board here this week. This is the 
first big drive by the AFA to stop chisel- 
ing by agents and bookers in New Eng- 
land. The complaints, accompanied by 
contracts and affidavits by acts, were 
filed by Ralph Whitehead just before the 
second AFA mass meeting here Tuesday 
night. 


After hearing the demand of White- 
head that the vaude code be enforced, P. 
A. O'Connell, State NRA Compliance Di- 
rector, assigned Glen Denny to investi- 
gate the complaints. Denny also spoke 
at the meeting and pledged the co-op- 
eration of the labor board in prosecuting 
code violators. 


Whitehead visited the local Depart- 
ment of Licenses, where he was promi- 
ised support in fighting gyp club and 
vaude bookers. Whitehead also saw 
Herbert L. McNary, city censor, who 
promised his co-operation in wiping out 
nude club shows. The Massachusetts 
Civic League, thru Katherine Lyford, has 
also pledged co-operation, says White- 
head. 

About 300 jammed the Avery Hotel 
meeting room for Tuesday’s meeting. 
Tom Senna, local rep of the AFA, pre- 
sided. Among the speakers were McNary, 
Denny, Whitehead; George Gibbs, presi- 
dent of the musicians’ local here; Harry 
A. Russel, representing the Workers’ 
Educational Bureau for the AFL; James 
J. O’Brien, business agent for the stage- 
hands’ local here; Charlie Van, also of 
the stagehands’ union; William Barker, 
U. S. marshal for the Massachusetts dis- 
trict; Geoffrey Whalen, editor of a re- 
gional paper; Paul Topping, of the AFL 
Metal Trades Division; William Dwyer, 
secretary of the local Trades Labor 
Union, and Prank E. Lynch, of the AFA 
Council. 

Fifty-one performers joined the or- 
ganization after the meeting, bringing 
the AFA Boston membership up to 80. 
Before the meeting closed Whitehead 
announced that the Emergency Relief 
Administration, which is putting on 
plays and using legit people, had prom- 
ised him that it would use as many 
vaude people as possible in casting the 
shows. Tom Senna will be the ERA 
contact in supplying vaude people. It 
was also announced that Edwin Consol- 
magno had been appointed counsel for 
the local office and that Dr. A. Altshuler 
the official AFA dentist.

Herman Timberg took plenty of rib- 
bing the first two days of his current 
Palace engagement. They were all com- 
plimen*ing him on breaking house rec- 
ords—and it really does seem as if the 
Cernera-Baer fight film will do just that 
at the old Palace this week. Timberg 
and his clever company have the tradi- 
tion-soaked stage all to themselves, and* 
on the screen for feature time is Par’s 
Murder at the Vanities. 

Palace gives them value this week, but 
it missed a chance to get thousands of 
Collars’ worth of real advertising for the 
house by spending a few dollars more 
on a bigger show. During the fight film 
showing hordes of fans and potential 
Palace patrons will be in the theater 
the first time or the first time since it 
was a two-a-day house. They are noth- 
ing to sneeze at. As it is, with the 
stage budget undisturbed, Timberg gives 
a fine account of himself. There is 
nothing lacking on the stage end, but 
for the sake of ballyhoo there could 
have been more of the stuff that it 
takes. 

The young lady in the spot formerly 
filled by Barbara Blair is Audrey Parker. 
Miss Blair was peppier, frequently fun- 
nier, but Miss Parker wears better. Less 
of the hotcha; ,many degrees more of 
wholesome sweetness.

Timberg Junior is more mature than 
on the last catching in his stooging and 
works adeptly with Papa. The brightest 
stooge of the stoogefest is George 
(Yonko) Freems, who does a cross be- 
tween a bohunk, a Slav and a2 Greek. 

The dance team—Armando and Lita— 
are not only good but the most interest- 
ing artists of their type we have seen 
work in many seasons. The adagioistic 
Apaches brought the house to their feet. 
Toya Sasabe does a small bit and Nancy 
Healy is appealing as a tap specialist. 
Oliver (Fat) Harris is still Timberg’s 
faithful second in the fight against 
gloom. There are fill-ins by a troupe 
of 12 girls carrying the Ned Waybura 
tag. The girls—at least most of them— 
are awfully pretty, but they are not 
awfully well trained. 


Timberg’s got something that’s oke 
for general booking except in Mencken’s 
Bible Belt, where dialect comedy is still 
anathema and where they are still fight- 
ing the War of 1812.

There is a good stage show this week 
supporting the picture. The Life of Ver- 
gie Winters (Radio), with Ann Harding 
and John Boles.

Gribbon does two songs, 
one a drunk and the other, after some 
crossfire with the girl, a warning to 
girls to stay away from Hollywood. 

It was left to the Gaudsmith Brothers, 
with their two weird looking poodles, to 
wow the house with their slapstick rou- 
tine.

NEW YORK. June 16.—Prospects of a deep, dark summer on Broadway this 
year are looming, but according to present indications it should be neither as deep 
nor as dark as !ast year. Dvring the dog days of the last hot spell the street as- 
sumed all the aspects of the late Mr. Goldsmith’s Deserted Village. with a total of 
just six plays running for three weeks during July. That was the lowest ebb that 


legit had reached in modern New York theatrical history. 


The summer of 1932 


there were wails and gnashing of teeth when, for a while, the total went down to an 


even dozen. In addition, the summer of 
1933 established a new modern mid-week 
low, when for two nights after the Fourth 
of July there were just five shows on the 
street. 


This summer, tho it looks bad from 
here, doesn’t figure to break that record. 
Sixteen shows running at present writ- 
ing, with at least two of them due to 
fold tonight and two others doubtful. 
However, reinfOrcements come in with 
Her Majesty, the Queen, which is due to 
open next week. That, with any sort of 
luck. should give next Saturday a total 
of 15 attractions, irrespective of the 
number that close that night. The cor- 
responding week of the previous year 
there were 13 It is in the first and sec- 
ond weeks of July that the big drop 
usually comes, and it’s then that the 
fate of the present summer will be de- 
cided. 

Plenty of long-run attractions still on 
the boards, all of them trying to hold 
out, with a likelihood that more than six 
will manage to do it. As Thousands 
Cheer figured a certainty thru the sum- 
mer, with Roberta not far behind, it is 
hoped, when-the tourist trade begins to 
come in. Men in White, with the added 
fillip of the Pulitzer Prize in its advertis- 
ing, trying to pull thru the heat, and 
figured likely. Also Harmon & Ullman’s 
The Milky Way, geared as a hot weather 
show, and with good summer notices be- 
hind it. Stevedore still going nicely at 
the Civic Rep, but whether the heat will 
take some of the starch out of its de- 
votees is not vet known. Tobacco Road. 
surprise long-distance runner, figuring on 
its cut-rates to help it with the visitors, 
plus the great amount of publicity it has 
had curing the season. She Loves Me Not, 
a natural for the hot weather, and figured 
to get by. Are You Decent?, tabbed as a 
quick brodie at its opening has been 
flooding the town with cut-rates and 
slimly getting by, tho it’s doubtful if it 
can continue much longer. 

Further reinforcements very slight. 
with the hopes for the summer pinned on 
those chows already in. Beer gardens 
excepted, there is only one production 
scheduled between next week and the first 
of August. That’s the modern dress ver- 
sion of The Bohemian Girl. 

At anv rate, according to indications, 
the total this time should not drop to six 
or less. But that’s sorry comfort on a 
street where, a few years ago, producers 
tore their hair because there were only 24 
shows running in the middle of a hot 
summer.

The whole thing proves that film 
companies. buving an already successful product, can do worse than leave that 
product as it was when it scored its first success. That seems only logical—but 
logic has never been Hollywood’s most common commodity. 

If the film producers of the play went haywire on any one point, it was in the 
casting. John Barrymore, as was expected, does a good job of the mad and mag- 
nificent producer. He is not, of course, so good an actor as Moffat Johnston, who 
played the part on the stage, but he turns in a generally amusing performance. 
The casting of Carole Lombard in the chief feminine role, however, is another 
matter. Miss Lombard has the slim silhouette that is sighed for by America’s 
massed girlhood, but beyond that, so far as this corner can see, she has no attribute 
to recommend her. To compare her performance with that of Leontovich on the 
stage seems senseless. Miss Lombard will have to learn to act before she can be 
compared with an actress. 


Breaking into a bailiwick over which he has no jurisdiction at all (not even 
the flimsy one of having the original material in his own department) your re- 
porter can’t resist registering a squawk on the advertising, billing and credits con- 
nected with The Black Cat, that super-super-super-super-super (you fill in the 
rest) thriller, in which Bela Lugosi and Boris Karlov made nasty faces at each other 
and engaged in a friendly fiend competition. Prominent in all the publicity—and 
prominent also on the screen—was the line: “Based on the famous story by Edgar 
Allen Poe.” Anyone with anv vestige of a regard for literature (or even common 
decency) must protest the p.vducers’ action in attributing the celluloid Black Cat 
to anything even distantly approaching Poe's classic horror tale. Except for a few 
scenes in which a black cat scampered playfully across the set, they could just as 
easily have attributed the film to Ruy Blas or Romeo and Juliet. 

Such a practice is not only wrong; it is also pernicious. People who know Poe 
won't be taken in—and if they go to the theater they'll resent mightily the fact 
that his name is taken in vain. People who don’t know Poe will be given an en- 
tirely false and misleading impression of one of America’s few really great writers. 
Departments of education ought to stop such things, if nobody else will. 

Ana to tep it all comes the announcement that the same company is planning, 
for the same two lugubrious stars, a production that will combine two other 
works of Poe. The Raven and The Gold Bug. Since The Raven is a poem (and 
minus a plot) and since The Geld Bug is a purely ratiocinative detective story, the 
possibilities of such a combination are limitless—and alarming! If The Black Cat 
had no tiny fraction of the Poe story taken for the film yarn, it’s probable that 
the only connection the new film will have with the Poe pieces is the possible 
presence of a blackbird and a gilded beetle at one or two points in the action. The 
unspeakable jumble is to be issued under the title of The Raven, and advertised as 
being based on the Poe works. 

If departments of education are unable to stop such things—which is likely, 
departments of education being what they are—disgruntled customers should 
bring the matter to the attention of the Better Business Bureau. Definitely, it falls 
under that body’s jurisdiction. Leaving the forthcoming Raven entirely out of 
the question, advertising The Black Cat as being based on Poe’s tale was an obvious 
and indefensible case of misleading, false and absolutely untrue advertising. 


Areh Selwyn 
In Bankruptey 


Assets listed at $5,689 and 
liabilities at $312,910— 
no effect on Frankwyn 


NEW YORK, June 16.—Arch Selwyn 
filed a petition in bankruptcy yesterday. 
but it will not aftect the operations of 
the Frankwyn Company, the new Selwyn- 
H. B. Franklin combination that has 
announced nine shows for the coming 
season, four of them in association with 
C. B. Cochran. Selwyn’s assets are listed 
at $5,669 and his liabilities at $312,910. 

The petition, which was filed in 
United States District Court by Selwyn’s 
attorneys, Appel & Tannenbaum, includ- 
ed among the assets $20 in Selwvyn’s 
account in the National City Bank. 
Others assets include unpaid debts and 
other claims of various types. The 
claims total $5,019 of the total assets. 
Also listed as assets are rights in eight 
pictures, which at present are of doubt- 
ful value. 


Principal secured creditors are the Na- 
tional City Bank, $50,130, secured by 
shares of Selwyn Realty Company and 
Selwyn Theaters Corporation, of Chi; 
Joel Jacobs, $26,613, secured by a mort- 
gage on the Selwyn Theater and the 
Selwyn Building; Minnie Lindsay, ¢18,- 
108, secured by the same, and Jennie 
Adler, $10,563, secured by mortgages on 
Selwyn's pink-stucco summer home at 
Belle Island, Conn. 

Unsecured creditors include Selwyn's 
brother, Edgar, now with MGM. who is 
owed $65,557; Samuel M. Goldsmith, 
$44.658: the Selwyn Producing Company, 
$20.860. and the Apollo Operating Com- 
pany, $9,349. 

Selwyn said last night at Belle Island 
that the Seclwyn-Franklin plans would 
not be affected by the action. The sum- 
mer home has just been spruced up for 
the summer occupancy of its owner and 
Franklin has rented the house next door. 
He’s now in the process of furnishing 
and decorating it.

The Lady Is Tired, by Frances Marion. 


Studehaker Goes Dark 


CHICAGO, June 16.—The Studebaker 
put up the shutters Monday night and 
unless the Randall Productions, Inc., 
can promote some fresh capital to revive 
their last opus, J Loved You Wednesday, 
which starred Edna Hibbard, ft looks as 
if the place will remain dark for the 
summer. 

Due to inability of the management 
to pay back salaries of the orchestra 
and stagehands, union Officials ordered 
their men out and the curtain failed to 
rise last Monday night. Salaries of the 
cast for the week ending June 9 were 
paid out of the posted bond. It is un- 
derstood that Equity advised the cast to 
collect pro-rata on any performances 
after the bond moneys were exhausted.

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FROHMAN COMPANY GOES 


Paramount Scraps Great Firm; 


Remains Only Name and Memory 


Assets transferred to Paramount Building June 30— 
skeleton staff dismissed — Reilly to be absorbed in 
Para—end of 42 years of the theater’s ace outfit

NEW YORK, June 16.—This story really belongs on the obit page. It records the 
passing of one of the most living and vital forces in the theater, an institution 


whose death leaves a gap that nothing—not even time—can fill. 


It records the 


virtual passing of Charles Frohman, Incorporated, the firm which began with the 
theater’s Little Napolecn and which, after his death, continued to carry on the high 
standard of production, the aims and the inspiration which were born, but which 
did not die with him. The Fronman company will still continue in existence—but 


in name alone. The Empire Theater 
address, which has been the company’s 
trademark, wil] belong to it no more, and 
the name that was once the high mark 
and sterling representative of the theater 
will continue only as a minor property 
of the Paramount Corporation, with no 
staff and no life. It may be that the 
picture men, in whose hands the com- 
pany’s fate rests, will change their minds. 
That is the habit of picture men; but 
meanwhile the order has gone out to 
vacate the Empire Theater offices and to 
dismiss the staff. The offices will be 
transferred to the Paramount Building, 
along with the remaining assets, some 
150 plays whose stock and amateur rights 
yield a tidy yearly income, and an in- 
terest in the Lyceum Theater, long 
identified with Charles Frohman’s brother, 
Uncle Dan. The order becomes effective 
June 30. 

It 1s more than the Frohman company 
that is passing. It is a tradition of the 
theater, a tradition of fine plays, out- 
standing stars and, even in financial 
failure, theatrical achievement. In count- 
less homes still, the trademark, “Charles 
Frohman, Inc.,” is a guarantee of a cer- 
tain theatrical standard, a sure reason 
for attendance. Paramount is tossing 
over its receiver-mad head a sure and 
certain asset. The Frohman company’s 
profits over a period of years might not be 
much, considered in terms of celluloid 
millions; but a practice of four or five 
Frohman productions a year, over a 
period of time. is as sure a financial in- 
vestment as the theater can boast. The 
company has gone deeply into the red 
before, often :n the days of its founder; 
but always it came back, with a policy of 
fighting thru defeat with the best the 
theater had to offer. Always it came back, 
and even now, with all production ac- 
tivity curtailed, it has managed to hold 
its own. It broke even during its last 
two years of inactivity. 

Two years ago Paramount decided to 
stop all Frohman production activity. 
That was when Gilbert Miller, Frohman 
production manager, left. Since then the 
sale of rights to Frohman plays, including 
the 21 by Sir James M. Barrie, brought in 
enough to support the skeleton organiza- 
tion that remained. If anything, the 
Frohman company at the end of two 
years is ahead of the game. None the 
less, Paramount has decided to call it 
quits. The production machinery is ‘still 
there, waiting to be used, but instead it 
is being scrapped. On a street which 
sorely needs productions of the Frohman 
caliber such a procedure seems wasteful. 

James F. Reilly, for years the Frohman 
general manager and with the company 
for 31 years, a recognized authority and 
acknowledgedly the ace man on the 
financial angles of production, remains 
with the firm and will remain with it 
until its affairs are finally wound up. 
Thereafter, it is expected, he will fit into 
the Paramount organization in a capacity 
not as yet decided. There are five others 
still on the Frohman staff, but whether 
Paramount berths will be found for them 
is still an open question. Those in 
Paramount who decided on the end of 
the Frohman concern are scheduled to 
visit the Frohman offices next week (for 
the first time), to meet the staff and 
then decide what is to be done. The five 
include Peter Mason, once Charles Froh- 
man’s office man and later in the press 
department, who probably knows more 
about New York theatrical history than 
any cther man now living; the auditor 
and pookkeeper, Wilkins, who has kept 
the cold financial figures on such artist 
successes as The Swan, The Play’s the 
Thing, The Age of Innocence, Journey’s 
End, Berkeley Square and hundreds 


more, and Eddie Buckley, Reilly’s aide- 
de-camp for years. None of them have 
any plans in case Paramount should de- 
cide against them. As Peter said this 
morning: “We've been too busy cleaning 
things up. It’s like the funeral of a 
near, dear relative. We don’t want to 
make plans until the Frohman company 
has been decently laid away.” Peter has 
been with the company for 38 of its 42 
years. 


The whole situation hinges, it is felt, 
on a 15-year-old mistake made by Alf 
Heyman, who became general manager 
of the company when the theater’s little 
Napoleon sank with the Lusitania in 1915. 
At that time Frohman was head over 
heels in debt—as he often was—with the 
company owing something in the neigh- 
borhood of $300,000. In four years Hey- 
man had not only paid off all the debts, 
but saw a tidy bank balance of $200,000 or 
$300,000. And then he sold out to Para- 
meunt. 

It was thought at the time that if an 
incorporation were necessary it might 
have been engineered by Frohman em- 
ployees and stars. Maude Adams, William 
Gillette, John Drew, Ethel Barrymore, 
Henry Miller and countless others, it was 
thought. might have carried on the 
firm that made them famous. At least 
it would have kept the theater’s most 
famous producing company in theatrical 
hands. As it was, many of the stars 
pulled out. It was then that Miss Adams 
retired from the stage. She couldn't quite 
see having the theater's greatest produc- 
ing organization in the hands of a cor- 
poration in an alien and competitive 
field. 

Later on, Gilbert Miller assumed the 
directorshipgand carried on the glamorous 
Frohman tradition for 11 years more. 
Then he left and Paramount decided to 
suspend production activity. Now even 
the framework is to go. 

It was the tradition of a greater and 
brighter theatrical day that the Frohman 
company carried on. There is hardly 
anyone of importance in the theater who 
has not worked for the company in some 
capacity or other. Its lists of players 
were a long succession of shining stars. 
Its directors and office men have gone 
on and up in their fields, many of them 
dead now, many still famous today. Its 
first nights were the most glamorous 
that the New York theater has ever 
known. The Frohman first-night lists 
were a social register of all the other 
lists and the first nights themselves were 
brilliant. 

The Empire, the home house of Froh- 
man production when there were 12 
Frohman theaters in New York alone and 
countless others scattered over the coun- 
try, has seen its last Frohman piay. Big 
John Ryland, the carriage starter for 
the house in the days when there were 
carriages, will still remain with it, work- 
ing for the real estate corporation that 
now owns it. But that hardly matters to 
Big John. What does matter is the final, 
drab departure of the glory that once 
scintillated on 40th street. Big John it 
was who used to do tricks on his bicycle 
in the middle of Broadway in the days 
before automobiles made that dangerous. 
Big John it still is who greets every 
theatrical notable or near-notable by 
name, with the same broad, friendly grin. 
Big John it was who refused to go to the 
top floor back office at night. That office 
was once the sanctum sanctorum of 
Cc. F., and Big John swears that after 
the Lusitania disaster he saw the big 
little man’s ghost sitting in the old chair, 
barking out peremptory commands. 

The place is still filled with ghosts,

ghosts less definite than the one Big 
John says he saw, ghosts of a theatrical 
day that is past, of a theatrical tradi- 
tion that flamed across the country with 
power and with beauty. It was there 
that C. F. wagered his all, when the house 
was first erected, on a play by David 
Belasco, The Girl I Left Behind Me. The 
jeweled, silk-hatted audience filed in, 
carrying C. F.’s fate in its hands. The play 
started slowly and C. F. stood with 
Belasco in the wings, chewing the butt 
of a cold cigar. Then, slowly, the effects 
and the applause came and at the end 
there was an ovation, with cries for 
author and producer. C. F. gulped once 
or twice. “You go, Davey,” he said, push- 


ing Belasco on the stage, “you go and 
thank them for both of us.” 


The ghosts still haunt the rooms, even 
tho most of the things that they knew 
are now gone. It was there that Maude 
Adams, thruout her retirement, had all 
her mail addressed. It was carefully and 
secretly readdressed by Pete Mason, the 
only one who knew her address. It was 
there that filing cases and large cid- 
fashioned cabinets bulged with pictures 
and press books and files that told the 
complete tale of the New York theater for 
42 years—the complete tale of the better 
part of the New York theater, for C. F. 
had his hands in many things. Most of 
the files and pictures are now already 
gone. The pictures, a priceless collec- 
tion, were sold to a collector for $100. The 
orchestrations of the musical shows 
Were similarly disposed of. Many files. 
many copies of many plays, went to the 
New York Public Library and the 
Museum of the City of New York, where 
they still may be referred to by those 
who need them. And many do need 
them, since they contain so much that 
is theatrical history. Peter, when the 
press department was going full blast, 
used to be deluged with calls from press 
agents and dramatic editors asking for 
information. 


The warehouse was cleared several 
months ago and with it passed the only 
physical remains of 42 years of famous 
productions. The Frohman company put 
on more than 500 plays in its day. Some 
of them had 10 or 12 road companies out 
at the same time. 


The office furntiure will shortly be sold 
and the few remaining files given away. 


There is still a rumor—a verbal hope, 
rather—that a savior may appear at the 
eleventh hour and rescue the firm from 
its celluloid grave by paying Paramount's 
price for the remaining assets, including 
the name. It is said that old Frohman 
stars—Miss Adams, Gillette, Otis Skin- 
ner—might possibly .... But itis a 
hope; that’s all. 


Some enterprising theatrical or finan- 
cial men, however, could do worse than 
pay for the Frohman assets. There is 
real value in them still. Paramount, 
however, can't see it quite that way. It 
has turned down offers to continue with 
production, with a split of the profits; it 
has turned down other attempts and 
Offers to keep on. As things stand, the 
Frohman company will leave the Empire 
June 30 and on that day the Frohman 
company will be dead. For what will a 
mame on paper in the midst of a cinema 
company’s receivership mean against the 
glamour of another theatrical day, a 
tradition and a great glory? 

There is a great gap in the structure 
of the theater—and memories are nov 
the only things with which it may be 
filled. EUGENE BURR.

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SEEK 5,000,000 BOYCOTTERS 


Estimated 1,750,000 Already 
Signed in Film Decency Drive 


Allied asks that protesting groups concentrate wrath on 
affiliated houses, holding indies not responsible for 
films — producers in fog regarding means of battle 


NEW YORK, June 16.—It is the aim of the Catholic churches in the United 
States and Canada to obtain 5,000,000 signatures to the League of Decency to boycott 


films coming under the ban of the churches. 


To date there are 1,000 000 signers 


with only half the diocese in action. It is claimed that there are 103 Catholic publica- 
tions in the country and each of these har pledged itself to fight for clean films. 
The America, a Catholic weekly. published in New York, is one of the most active 
of the journals and devotes space each week to the fight. In addition to Catholics, 


it is estimated that 750,000 members of 
Protestant and Jewish churches have 
signed for the drive and, altho not as 
active as the Cathclics, they expect to 
enroll more than 1,000,000. 


It is pointed out by the Catholic lead- 
ers that if they can keep 5,000,000 per- 
sons from the picture houses weekly they 
will be able to get what they are after. 


Allied has asked the protesting groups 
not to turn their wrath against the in- 
dependent theaters, but to concentrate 
on affiliated houses. They claim the 
producer-owned houses should take the 
brunt of the boycott and in a special 
bulletin ask the boycotters to give the 
indies a break. 


As far as can be learned the producers 
have as yet mepped out no line of attack. 
They are undecided regarding the “war 
chest” due to the enmity it aroused. 
Each producer claims he is striving to 
make clean pictures and insists that the 
protest groups tel! them (the producers) 
what they want. 

This is the first national protest 
against pictures, and altho the producers 
have recognized the danger, they did not 
fcresee the magnitude of the movement 
and are now in a fog as to the best 
means of handling the situation. 


Pittsburgh Territory 
Goes for Horse Operas 


PITTSBURGH, June 16.—While local 
neighborhood houses find profitable re- 
turns with Westerns only on Saturdays, 
horse operas are still the rage of flicker 
fans in near-by towns. Patrons there 
still find an interest in them which city 
folks have long abandoned for more 
sophisticated fare. Adults, as well as 
children, still admire the heroic acts of 
Tim McCoy, Tom Keene, Bob Steele, 
Buck Jones, Ken Maynard and Rin Tin 
Tin Jr. Small-town managers have dis- 
covered thru box-office receipts that 
such titles as Code of the Range, The 
Wolf Dog. Strawberry Roan or Dusty 
Rides Alone have more shekel value 
than Riptide. Hollywood Party, Beloved 
or Where Sinners Meet. 


De Luxer for Bucharest 


BUCHAREST, June 16.—According to 
announcements recently made, there 
will soon be erected in one of the main 
thorofares of Bucharest, Bulevardul I. C. 
Bratianu, a new building which will in- 
clude a large cinema hall, with a capac- 
ity of some 2,500 seats, which will be 
the largest cinema in Bucharest and 
Rumania. One feature of this new con- 
struction will be the air-conditioning 
equipment, which will be the first to be 
introduced in a theater in this country. 
As far as it can be ascertained, the 
equipment will be of American manu- 
facture. The opening day is set for 
October 15, 1934. 


Marx, Hymer at Skowhegan 


SKOWHEGAN, Me., June 16.—Groucho 
Marx and his family are spending a 
month at Lakewood, the comedian being 
in contact with Owen Davis, who is said 
to be plotting a play for Groucho, Chico 
and Harpo. Warren Hymer, film actor, 
is paying his first visit to Lakewood in 
three years. His father, John B. Hymer, 
the playwright, and his mother are all- 
season residents at Lakewood. 


Plan To Stamp Out 
L. A. Preview Racket 


HOLLYWOOD, June 16.—Thru a new 
law being prepared by the code author- 
ity board it is hoped to stamp out the 
preview racket current in the Los 
Angeles and Hollywood districts. 

For months past small independent 
theaters have rented recent independent 
releases and advertised them on certain 
nights as studio feature previews in 
addition to also showing two other full- 
length features. 

Under the provisions of the law as 
being planned an admission of 55 cents 
will be established for theaters showing 
feature previews. It is hoped this boost 
in prices will discourage the smaller 
showhouses that have been getting 15 
cents and 25 cents and who see in 55 
cents the impossibility to fill their 
seats even with a feature preview. 


Mrs. Adolph Zukor 
Robbed of Gems 


CHICAGO, June 16—Mrs. Adolph 
Zukor, wife of the president of the 
Paramount-Public Film Corporation, was 
robbed of jewelry valued at $65,000 
Thursday while stopping at a local hotel. 
No clue to the thief has been obtained. 
but he is believed to have gained pos- 
session of a key to Mrs. Zukor’s apart- 
ment and entered while she slept. 

Included in the loot were 24 square 
diamonds and 212 round diamonds val- 
ued at $3,000, a platinum diamcnd din- 
ner ring, 79 graduated pearls and a large 
marquise diamond snap valued at #60,- 
000, and a number of sapphires, rubies 
and emeralds and other articles. 

Mr. Zukor and the son, Eugene, ar- 
rived from the East yesterday cvening 
and all three left for Hollywood at mid- 
night. 


Bouchard Re-Elected 


MONTREAL, June 16.—T. D. Bouchard 
was re-elected president of the Quebec 
Allied Theatrical Industries at a meet- 
ing held in this city. Film exhibitors 
from this city and from all parts of the 
province of Quebec were present. 


Lincoln Hits New 
Low in Bargains 


LINCOLN, June 18.—It'’s Wool- 
worth-Kresge tactics for sure on 
theater row here. So cheap are pic- 
ture houses in most cases, that $1 
by attending four matinees and six 
evening performances a week will 
give the patron from 17 to 19 feature 
pictures, about 18 reels of short sub- 
jects, three newsreels and long pro- 
grams. The Colonial and Sun dime 
afternoons and split the week, while 
the Capitol, Rialto and Liberty dime 
all day and split. All but the 
Colonial have a regular dual bill 
policy. 

There are two two-bit top houses 
and a 40 center, but nobody much 
knows they’re running. Never in 
the show business history of this 


town has $1 been able to go so far. 


Benton Seeks To 
Recover $171.000 


MILWAUKEE, June 16.— Two suits 
totaling more than $171,000 have been 
filed in Federal Court here by Clarence 
H. Benton, trustee for the bankrupt 
Statewide Theaters, Inc. 


The one action seeks to recover 
$119,000 in cash and property from the 
M. L. A. Investment Company and the 
other $52,642 from the Grand and Sixth 
Building Company, Inc. In the former 
suit the complaint charges that the in- 
vestment company got this money and 
property to the detriment of other 
creditors. They took over the leases 
and operations of the Oriental and 
Tower theaters, local neighborhood 
houses, shortly before the Statewide 
company was declared’ bankrupt in 1933. 

In the latter action the Statewide 
company in January, 1933, assumed a 
15-year lease on the Wisconsin Theater, 
local first-run house, held by the Mid- 
wesco Theaters, Inc. At that time the 
defendant company held a deposit of 
$52,642 previously given by Midwesco to 
guarantee 1932 rentals. Statewide sur- 
rendered the lease in February, 1933. 

The trustee contends in his suit the 
deposit fund should revert to the State- 
wide company as an asset for the bene- 
fit of all the creditors instead of being 
kept to adjust the claim of the building 
corporation. 


Warner Announces 


Films for 1934-’35 


CHICAGO, June 16.—At the Warner 
Bros.-First National regional meeting 
held here this week Albert Warner, vice- 
president in charge of distribution, an- 
nounced that 60 full-length pictures will 
be released during the season of 1934-’35 
and that 47 stories are ready for early 
production. 

Thirty of the features will be Warner 
productions and 30 First National, Major 
Warner said. Topping the list are An- 
thony Adverse, Sweet Adeline, Oil for the 
Lamps of China, Firebrand, Gold Diggers 
of 1935 and War Lord. 


Bill Would Prevent Interstate 
Shipment of Objectionable Film 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—To further 
add to the headaches of film producers, 
Representative Raymond J. Cannon, of 
Illinois, has introduced a bill calling for 
the banning from interstate shipment 
any film in which any of the characters 
are suggestive and morally objection- 
able. It calls for a fine of $5,000 and a 
jail term of five years for violators. 

“At least 90 per cent of the moving 
picture films being shown today,” said 
Cannon, “are absolutely unfit for chil- 
dren to see and parents blush with 
shame whenever they attend theaters in 
the company of their children. The 
whole atmosphere of Hollywood seeps 


with immorality and the lives of actors 
and actresses become hardened to im- 
moral and suggestive conduct, so much 
so that they consider their suggestive 
and immoral actions upon the screen as 
a matter of course and in harmony with 
their lives. 

“There is no question in my mind 
and, I am sure, in the minds of millions 
of parents that the films are an immoral 
influence on the morality of our chil- 
dren and young people of today. Such 
immoral ‘education’ must be stopped. 
There are far better and more whole- 
some ways of interesting our movie- 
picture-going citizens and their chil- 
dren.” 


Pitts Indies Lose 
Overbuying Case 


PITTSBURGH, June 16.— Complaints 
of unfair competition brought against 
a number of Warner Brothers’ neighbor. 
hood theaters by independent operators 
have been dismissed by the grievance 
board of the motion picture code author- 
ity here. The independents accused the 
Warner houses of overbuying, thus de- 
priving competitors of obtaining a suf- 
ficient number of films. The board 
ruled that existing contracts gave them 
no authority to make any other de- 
cisions. The chain houses involved were 
the Sheridan Square and Cameraphone, 
East Liberty, and Kenyon, North Side. 
The opposition was headed by the 
Harris-Family, East Liberty, and Garden, 
North Side. 

The session last week also ordered the 
Brighton Theater to stop selling four 
20-cent tickets for 60/cents. The com- 
Plaint was filed by the Kenyon house. 

The clearance board heard clearance 
complaints filed by the Bellevue Thea- 
ter, Bellevue, Pa., and Hippodrome 
against Kenyon Theater, Grand against 
Palace Memorial and Victor in McKees- 
port, Pa., and the Alhambra against the 
State and Washington theaters in Wash- 
ington, Pa. All cases dismissed due to 
existing contracts. 


MGM Goes Legit To 
Build New Talent 


HOLLYWOOD, June 16.—Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer has taken a lease on the 
Hollywood Music Box Theater and will 
stage legitimate productions utilizing 
the talents of junior contract players. 

A short while ago the studio presented 
its younger players in a series of one- 
act plays in Beverly Hills and as a 
result of this try MGM decided to take 
over the Music Box for further experi- 
mentation. 


Kid Shows Popular 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va., June 16.—In- 
troduced to this city two years ago by 
the Paramount Theater, Saturday morn- 
ing kiddie clubs have become an insti- 
tution here. They are now operated at 
the Paramount and W. S. Wilder’s War- 
wick. Paramount's kid club has been in 
continuous operation since the start. 

Appropriate shorts, singing, dancing 
and other stunts in which the children 
participate, plus the current feature pic- 
ture, form the program at both clubs. 
Special Western and other features were 
abandoned in favor of current features 
owing to large number of adults attend- 
ing clubs. 


Bard Becomes Trustee 
For State in Lincoln 


LINCOLN, June 16.—Cal Bard, Rialto 
manager here, was made sole trustee of 
the affairs of the cobwebbed State 
for the next 10 years after a stockhold- 
ers’ meeting recently. No bond was 
made. Action came after George and 
Don Monroe transferred all their shares 
in the State Theater, Inc., to the presi- 
dent, G. L. Hooper, making him sole 
stockholder. 

Rumor has it that since Cal Bard and 
the State Theaters, Inc., were the only 
stockholders in the now non-existent 
Independent Theaters, Inc., and it !s 
claimed this corporation was forced out 
of business by unfair trade practice, that 
Bard is framing a major suit against the 
opposition. The State closed the first 
week in May. Hooper attempted to ar- 
range for a satisfactory term with J. H. 
Cooper, so the State might become 4 
part of the Lincoln Theaters Corpora- 
tion, but nothing came of it.

England 


Each boat in from England brings at least one American 
producer who grants long interviews on the virtues of Eng- 
land as a producing center. They dwell on the historic back- 
ground; the players available, and, last but not least, each 
points to the success of ‘‘Henry VIII’’ as an example of what 
is being done across the pond. 


As a matter of fact ‘‘Henry VIII’’ is the only topnotch 
British picture to be showr in this country. It is not sur- 
prising that of the hundreds of pictures produced in 
England one should click. England has, however, been con- 
sistently improving her pictures. We fail to understand 
just why Americans have gone berserk on England, but we 
expect at least 50 pictures to be made by Americans in Eng- 
land next season. 


This means, gentle reader, that the American exhibitor 
is going to get stuck with 50 pictures that he will probably 
be unable to sell to his patrons. They will be sold with blocks 
of Hollywood product and you will have to take them. The 
exhibitor is going to finance England in her effort to take 
business away from the United States. 


While Americans returning from abroad rave about 
British pictures the English exhibitors are yelling their 
heads off hecause, due to the quota, they are forced to show 
their home product. Someone is nuts! 


We have seen many British pictures lately and they 
all leave something to be desired. Undoubtedly, with 
enough capital, they can compete with Hollywood, but it is 
our guess that dollar for dollar Hollywood will turn out 
superior product. 


Just why American producers with millions invested 
in studios in this country should want to go abroad and add 
to their headaches is a question. We believe there is still 
enough work to be done at home without seeking foreign 
fields. We are for competition, but competing with oneself 
seems a trifle foolish. 


If, however, the Americans wish to produce abroad, it 
is primarily their own affair, but if the American exhibitor 
is to pay to satisfy the vanity of a certain group, then it is 
definitely unfair and will have an unfavorable reaction. 


We believe that, left alone, England would soon get 
recognition on her own work and would ultimately find its 
sphere. There is every reason to believe that sooner or later 
there will be complications between the American and 
British producing elements that will help neither faction. 


Film BB League Gets 
Away To Flying Start 


NEW YORK, June 16.—The Motion 
Picture Baseball League got away to 2 
flying start with practically every major 
film interest represented. The games 
are played on three of the fastest dia- 
monds in the city and nothing is too 
good for the film men. 

The Billboard will donate a loving cup 


which will be one of the trophies for 
which the boys will battle. 


Heat Hurts Biz 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 16.—The blister- 
ing heat during the latter part of May 
and the early part of this month has 
Gelivered a hard blow at the box offices 
of practically all the downtown houses, 
in spite of cooling systems. Everybody 


who didn’t have business in the loop 
stayed away. May 31 the thermometer 
soared to the all-time record of 106.2 
and you could fry eggs on the sidewalk. 
Several of the large theaters replaced 
their films in the middle of last week. 
It was the first general mid-week change 
in years. 


Break for N. S. 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 16.—William 
Green, representative of National Screen 
Service, in an address before Allied Asso- 
ciation of Oregon outlined the service of 
his company and compared it to other 
services. 


On unanimous vote of some 35 mem- 
bers present they voted to continue to usé 
National Service, and pledged they would 
not use trailers of MGM or other major 
companies when any such company en- 
deavored to force trailer service wits 
product. 
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Majors’ Cold Feet 


NEW YORK, June 16.—There is 
every reason to believe that all the 
major distributors will turn down 
the MPTOA suggestion of a clause in 
contracts forbidding duals. Each 
major company at its meetings thus 
far has ignored the question and it 
looks dead. 

It is known that the distributors 
do not take kindly to the suggestion, 
fearing they cannot get 100 per cent 
co-operation, and this would make 
selling difficuit. 

The distributors have intimated to 
the MPTOA that duals is a matter to 
be threshed out among exhibitors 
themselves and not to be forced by 
picture companies. 

This looks like a pretty sad blow 
to those who have been tooth and 
nail against double bills and will no 
doukt open the field wide unless the 
Code Authority steps in. 


Chicago Speeds Up 


Complaint Hearings 


CHICAGO, June 16.—The local Griev- 


. ance Board continues to be busy with 


complaints and at this week’s meeting 
disposed of five more cases. 


In the case of the Milda Theater, Chi- 
cago, against the Eagle, Chicago: From 
the evidence submitted the board found 
the Eagle guilty of running three major 
pictures at 10-cent admission when con- 
tracts by the Eagle Theater and the re- 
spective distributors called for a greater 
admission price. This is in violation of 
the code and the Eagle was ordered to 
desist and refrain from exhibiting any 
feature pictures at a lower admission 
than specified in the contracts. 


Senate, Chicago, vs. Kedzie and Kedzie 
Annex theaters, Chicago, for premature 
advertising was decided in favor of the 
Senate, with the others being notified 
that they were violating the code and 
ordered to discontinue !mmediately. In 
the complaint of the Rosewood, Chica- 
go, against the North Center and Davis 
theaters, the board found that the later 
houses were not guilty of intent to de- 
prive the Rosewood of pictures, but di- 
rected them to select their features and 
notify the respective exchanges not less 
than 14 days prior to the first day of 
their week of availability. 


The American, Indiana Harbor, Ind., 
complained that the Indiana and Vic- 
toria theaters in the same town were 
guilty of overbuying. The board deter- 
mined that the Indiana and Victoria 
had not overbought with the intention 
and effect of depriving the American of 
sufficient number of pictures to operate 
and that the Indiana is to have 30 days 
from date of availability to select its 
first-run pictures and that any pictures 
not dated within that time shall imme- 
Giately become available for the second- 
run Victoria Theater. Pictures passed 
by the Indiana and Victoria theaters be- 
come available for third run, 44 days 
after availability to the American, In- 
diana Harbor. 


Kansas City Seeks 
25% Cancellation 


KANSAS CITY, June 16.—The inde- 
pendents of this territory are preparing 
to demand 25 per cent cancellation even 
tho they believe there is little chance of 
getting ‘t. The group of theater own- 
ers here feel that 10 per cent does not 
cover the number of pictures they 
should be permitted to cancel. They 
offer in return a ban on dual bills and 
a tilt in box-office admission to help 
the affiliated houses. 


It is not considered likely that the 
producers will consider such a proposi- 
tion, but it leaves the indies open to 
claim that since the producers would 
make no concessions on increased can- 
cellations, why should the indies agree 
to ban duals. 


Logansport Leases Sold 


CHICAGO, June 16.—The unexpired 
leases on the Paramount and Luna thea- 
ters, Logansport, Ind., running seven 
and nine years, have been so'd by Bede 
Mallers to the Gregory Circuit, which 
will tak2 over the houses on June 25. 
Leases were negotiated thru Albert 
Goldman, of Chicago. 


New England Catholics Putting 


On Extreme Boycott Pressure 


BOSTON, June 16.—William Cardinal 
O'Connell has approved a specific form 
of boycott of salacious films as worked 
out by the State Council of Knights of 
Columbus. 

The statement issued with the an- 
nouncement of the Cardinal’s approval 
said: 

This specific form of boycott is prob- 
ably the most drastic step taken yet, 
since, without advertising any particular 
objectionable film, it provides for a very 
definite action against all the films, 
good, bad or indifferent, of the produc- 
er of an objectionable film.” 

The method is that of boycotting the 
producers of objectionable films when 
that is practicable, as it is in the case 
of the large producers, or of boycotting 
for long periods individual theaters 
which exhibit objectionable films of cer- 
tain types made by independent pro- 
ducers. 

A committee in Boston will pass on all 
films as they are released. 

If a producer for a period of three 
months produces no objectionable film, 
his pictures will be recommended by the 
committee to the smaller local commit- 


tees in order that the same persons may 
know of the clean pictures as well as 
the bad ones. 


If a producer is boycotted for a month 
or more, his pictures will not be recom- 
mended by the committee until six 
months after the conclusion of the boy- 
cott. 


CHICAGO, June 16.—A million Metho- 
dists of Illinois are being asked to sign 
the Legion of Decency movement against 
dirty films. The meeting of the Chica- 
go Union of Ministers unanimously in- 
dorsed the legion. ; 


BALTIMORE, June 16.—The League of 
Catholic Students at a meeting here this 
week formulated plans to boycott ob- 
jectionable films. A weekly blacklist 
and list of approved pictures will ap- 
pear in The Baltimore Catholic Review. 


Upholding the boycott of pictures 
deemed improper, members of the Mo- 
tion Picture Theater Owners of Mary- 
land passed a resolution declaring them- 
selves innocent victims of the block- 
booking system. 


Fight Film a Natural 


NEW YORK, June 16.—If produc- 
ers of fight pictures have found 
tough going in the last few heavy- 
weight bouts, it looks as tho all will 
be retrieved by the Baer-Carnera 
epic. The picture is running in ap- 
proximately 50 houses in Greater 
New York and is cleaning up. The 
pictures are in regular and slow 
motion. 

The bout was a natural for pic- 
tures. It has every element of ex- 
citement and the slow motion shows 
every decisive blow clearly. 

The pictures are not permitted in 
this country outside of New York 
State. A bill recently presented to 
Congress to rescind the ban on 
interstate transportation of fight 
films did not come up for vote. 

New York houses are doing 
capacity, and Oliver Film Corpora- 
tion has done a good job photo- 
graphically and editorially. 


Good Films Pick 
Up Pittsburgh Biz 


PITTSBURGH, June 16.—Biz in first- 
run houses here has shown a sharp up- 
turn this week.

Moss Defends Films 
Against Attackers 


PITTSBURGH, June 16. — Silence 
among the local film men who have 
been victims of the Catholic clerics’ at- 
tack for decent movies was broken this 
week by Alec Moss, newly-made director 
of exploitation for Paramount. 

“You can’t ram anything down the 

ublic’s throat,” Moss said. “In the final 
analysis the public buys what it wants, 
whether it be movies, autos or earmuffs. 
We movie people applaud the efforts of 
the churches and various organizations 
in behalf of clean pictures. We want 
clean pictures, too. We would like to 
make nothing but clean pictures. But a 
movie concern has a huge investment to 
protect. That investment, like all other 
business investments, should not be im- 
periled by the manufacture of a product 
that means monetary loss. A movie must 
sell the same as an auto must sell. It 
must be something that the public wants 
and is willing to spend its money for. 


“In the long run it so happens that 
the movie backed by organized propa- 
ganda fails at the box office because the 
very members of these organizations 
clamoring for the clean movie do not 
patronize it.” 


He claimed that his concern would be 
willing to produce nothing but clean 
films if the organizations interested in 
the uplift of the screen can guarantee 
large audiences. 


Kane With Mascot 


NEW YORK, June 16.—Joe Kane, for 
the last three years associated with 
Charles R. Rogers at the Paramount stu- 
dio, has joined Mascot Pictures as a pro- 
duction supervisor. Kane’s first assign- 
ment on the Mascot lot will be the su- 
pervision of Waterfront Lady, which is 
scheduled to go into production early 
in July. 


The signing of Mr. Kane marks an- 
other important acquisition to the su- 
pervisory staff of Mascot Pictures, which 
now includes many well-known pro- 
duction executives. 


Louisiana Would Tax 
Theater Advertising 


NEW ORLEANS, June 16.—With the 
administration in control of the State 
Legislature now in session in Baton 
Rouge, a bill has been introduced which 


provides a 2 per cent tax on the eross 
receipts of motion picture advertising. 
This bill if passed will affect only the 
suburban houses in New Orleans, but 
will cut heavily in the revenue of the 
up-State houses. 


As a solace to the motion picture 
houses a bill carrying a heavy tax has 
been levied on night clubs, which have 
in the past and are at the present time 
demoralizing the theatrical business in 
New Orleans. The revenue from the 
night clubs, especially the Club Forest, 
will make a tidy sum. In New Orleans 
proper there are practically 50 places of 
amusement with floor shows advertised 
by their owners as night clubs. 


Detroit Zoning Still 
In Air; Many Protests 


DETROIT, June 16.—A general meet- 
ing of all exhibitors in the Detroit area 
was called this week by E. S. Kinney, 
secretary of the Detroit Zoning Board, 
at which 125 theaters were represented, 
as well as several of the exchanges. A 
number of protests were heard, includ- 
ing some 38 filed in advance. mostly 
favoring the plan of admission price 
zoning which has been in effect for sev- 
eral months, in part. All operators were 
given an opportunity for a hearing, with 
the objective of drawing up a new zon- 
ing schedule. 


Nothing definite was accomplished, ac- 
cording to Kinney, and the entire matter 
was taken up under advisement by the 
board, pending receipt of further in- 
structions from J. E. Flinn, of the Na- 
tional Code Authority. 


“The investigation brought protests on 
numerous inequities in current opera- 
tion, bases of zoning and clearance, and 
the general advocacy of a revision of the 
zoning basis of the past three years,” 
Kinney said. The essential point is the 
definite incorporation in the plan a 
schedule of zoning and clearance based 
upon admission prices and policies of 
each theater.

CHICAGO, June 16. — Harry Warner 
stated before the delegates to the third 
Warner regional sales meeting here this 
week that his company will spend $10.,- 
000,000 on 10 special features for next 
season. He claims this to be the big-

Time—84 minutes. 


Here is a powerful picture dealing 
with the love and emotion of a small- 
town milliner and developed not unlike 
Back Street, but in a more forceful and 
convincing manner. As the lead Ann 
Harding is superb, as this type of role 
has been her specialty ever since her 
entry into pictures. 

Radio provides an interesting twitch 
to the development of the story by tak- 
ing a scene towards the end to begin 
the picture and then flash back for the 
story, build up to a duplication of the 
same dismal theme again, and then con- 
tinue the story on for a happy ending. 

As the picture opens Miss Harding is 
in prison, watching thru the bars the 
funeral of John Boles, her lover. A fade- 
out, and the story reverts back to the 
"20s in the ages of the two. Boles, a 
promising politician, marries Helen Vin- 
son thru a misunderstanding. The mar- 
riage is the regret of his life and con- 
stantly, on the side, he continues his 
affections for Miss Harding, the town’s 
milliner, until finally a baby, their baby, 
is about to be born. Miss Harding leaves 
town for the arrival of the infant, and 
when it is born Boles conspires to make 
his wife believe it is the child of a friend 
and they take the baby in to rear it.

On the eve of their engagement an- 
nouncement Miss Vinson’s detectives re- 
port to her the truth of the baby’s 
identity and she forces Boles to tell 
their daughter that she is adopted and 
not their real child. 

Following the disclosure, Boies asks 
Miss Vinson for a divorce, which she 
refuses to grant him, and when he leaves 
she follows him to the millinery shop 
and draws a gun to kill Miss Harding. 
Boles steps between and is killed. Miss 
Vinson leaves and when the officers ar- 
rive Miss Harding is held for the crime.

gles in their sothiees. 

We see 
comments of our reading public—- 
to have created the impression 
" that we are unalterably opposed 
to agents. This, of course, is un- 
true. We admit (our record 
forces us to admit) that if it ever 
came to an issue involving bal- 
anced pros and cons between ac< 
tors and agents, we would side 
with the actor, because to us ha 
represents the backbone of the 
stage branch of the amusement 
business. But we are aware, also, 
ot the power for good residing 
within the agent. We are also 
cognizant of the real function per- 
formed by the agent in the com- 
plex field of vaudeville booking. 

i es 

Altho the learned magistrate 
Brodsky will hand down a de- 
cision in the case of the License 
Department against a group of 
test-case agents two days after 
this issue rolls off the press, thus 
canceling any effect this discus- 
sion might have, it is well for the 
edification of those within the 
business that the case of the 
agent be laid open. 

The agents, who have retained 
Maurice Goodman at a handsome 
fee to represent them in litigation 
tied up with Commissioner Moss’ 
attempt to bring them in under 
the employment agency sections 
of the city ordinances, were orig- 
inally in favor of the licensing 
idea. But this was at atime when 
their interests were being repre- 
sented by men who apparently 
talked first and thought things 
out later. Since the first wave of 
excitement attendant upon Mayor 
LaGuardia’s New Deal died down 
the wiser heads among the agents 
had plenty of chances to think 
matters over. They have not only

changed their minds, inducing 
their lesser colleagues to follow 
them in their new philosophy, but 
they are now determined to 
fight Commissioner Moss and his 


licensing penchant to a finish. 
* * 

It is contended by the agents that if 
they were forced to apply for licenses 
they would automatically be deprived 
legally of charging acts a single penny 
for their services. In all standard con- 
tracts with the larger booking offices 
(Loew and RKO being striking examples) 
there are no provisions for the agent or 
artists’ representatives to receive any 
commission. Loew agents derive their 
commissions thru implied agreements 
with the acts they represent. RKO agents 
receive their commissions thru orders 
made out to the Vaudeville Collection 
Agency, Inc., the collection bureau charg- 
ing the agents 5 per cent of the commis- 
sions as a service fee. 

It is written clearly into the present 
emplcyment agency law that no person 
receiving employment should pay more 
than 5 per cent gross as a commission or 
fee for this employment. If the agents 
were to be corralled under the employ- 
ment agency provisions they would be 
violating the law by taking a single 
penny from actors, because 5 per cent 
commission is already absorbed auto- 
matically by the booking offices, which 
operate as employment agencies. 

Answering the argument advanced by 
Commissioner Moss that he will waive 
the right when agents are licensed to take 
punitive measures against agents and 
bookers who collectively charge more than 
5 per cent commission, the agents deny 
that he has this right. And they add that 
there is no protection against what com- 
missioners who follow Moss will do. ‘This 
appeals to us as sound logic. 

Agents also contend that with their 
licensing they will be forced, like inde- 
pendent booking offices, to enter the 
realm of politics, which today they can 
steer clear of without-dire consequences. 
Everybody in the know on Broadway is 
aware of the stinking conditions of graft 
that have existed along the Main Stem 
in regard to license inspection and super- 
vision of theatrical offices. Agents of the 
class represented by Goodman see in 
licensing a constant threat to their se- 
curity and a constant drain on their re- 
sources by blackmailing chiselers who 
would use the License Department super- 
vision as a menacing weapon. 

* * * 


Agents whose standing is such as to 
give them recognition by the major book- 
ing offices are ready to prove beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that the term “agent” 
is a misnomer; that they are actually 
personal representatives and, more fre- 
quently than not, serve in the capacity 
of personal managers. While their goal 
is to get work for the actor they main- 
tain that the services they render for the 
actor are nct different in character than 
those of the author, attorney and press 
agent. They point out that it is cus- 
tomary for authors to work on a royalty 
arrangement with an actor; that thereby 
the author gets his slice only when the 
actor works. Many press agents, they 
add, also work similarly—and lawyers, 
too. Why not, they ask, licensing super- 
vision for lawyers, press agents and 
authors? 

To this we add that it is quite true that 
many earnest agents act as stagers for 
their acts. They suggest numbers, work 
out these numbers, put them thru their 
paces in rehearsal halls and in break-in 
houses. Agents also act as bankers for 
actors. They guarantee the actor’s ac- 
count when he orders photos, scenery, 
costumes and other paraphernalia neces- 
sary to send out a new or refurbished act 
on its infrequently merry way. The more 
adept agents hire press agents for larger 
acts, they engage authors and some of 
them are not averse to doubling as ac- 
countants by making out actors’ income 
tax returns. 

The agent is definitely a constructive 
force. He is needed by the average actor. 
He needs the actor far more, of course, 
but that’s a — for r-aaneed sermon. 

* 

The agent a justified in his stand 
against licensing, but we cannot help 
commenting that there would be no fight. 
necessary if he had cleaned up his own 
house before the spotlight of the License 
Commissioner’s office was trained on him. 
Regardless of how the present controversy 
pans out the first duty of the honest 
agent is to join hands with his confreres 
and kick out into the street the chiseler, 
the gyp and the dodo who calls himself 
an agent but is out to get every penny he 
can by hook or crook; who milks the ac- 
tor and who can’t be trusted further than 
Johnny Hyde can throw Carnera.

DETROIT, June 16.—Magi coming to 
Detroit for the International Magic 
Circle convention began drifting in a 
week ago, with a big get-together held 
Sunday night at the Fort Shelby Hotel, 
headquarters, attended by 150. The 
week-long session at Jefferson Beach 
brought out the longest series of pro- 
grams, it is said, in the history of magic 
conventions. Two shows a day were 
given in the ballroom. 


Press reception was excellent, all 
papers co-operating, including tieups 
with children’s clubs of The News and 
Times, bringing 10,000 kids to the beach. 
The press stories drew some of the 
biggest space any show-world attraction 
has seen in this town. Robert F. Clark 
handled publicity, with Perry Hill help- 
ing out. 

Early outstanding free attractions on 
the beach included Buried Alive and 
Guillotine, by Lester Lake (Marvelo); 
Sawing Woman in Half, by Harry Black- 
stone. The list of free acts included the 
Unique Burned, by Marvelo; Spike Illu- 
sion, by Hadji Baba, and Radio Substitu- 
tion and Torture Stocks, by E. J. Moore, 
and Blackstone’s two great escapes from 
the packing box and a boiler. 


The outdoor attractions point to a 
possible new development in the history 
of American magic with the extreme 
popularity they attained from the pa- 
trons of Jefferson Beach, who visited 
these eVen when they did not attend the 
longer shows in the ballroom. All free 
acts were under the direction of E. J. 
Moore. They were presented in a special 
platform upon the bathing beach of 
the park. 

The shows proper opened Monday 
with a bill that included Harold Sterling 
with Punch and Judy; Hadji Baba, Ori- 
entalist; Blackstone; T. Nelson Downs, 
King of Koins; Martinis, in Magicai 
Cocktail; Willard, the Man Who Grows; 
Bill Hart, acrobatic novelty and magic, 
and E. J. Moore, Just Fooling Around. 
Bill was changed during each perform- 
ance, with most acts repeating on sev- 
eral shows. Evening shows followed the 
matinee bills largely. 

Uniformly high professional caliber of 
the shows was a welcome iribute to the 
IMC. “Dud” acts were totally absent 
and the shows were built without weak 
spots. Dorny (Bill Dornfield) acted as 
emsee for all shows with exceptional 
competence, interjecting a few tricks 
himself occasionally. The shows, run- 
ning clear thru to Sunday, were pre- 
sented in a specially built stage in the 
ballroom of the park. Walter Schuster’s 
Orchestra from Jefferson Beach fur- 
nished music. 

The series of daily programs included, 
up to Friday, the following acts in addi- 
tion to those on the opening bill:

With every passing day the endurance 
contest is one day closer to extermina- 
tion. thanks to the lethargy of promo- 
ters and the diligence of publie officials 
in passing ordinances barring this rap- 
idly growing industry in point of pub- 
lic support. 

From this city and that city come 
copies to my desk 
of ordinances 
which prohibit the 
holding of walka- 
thons, walkashows 
and similar enter- 
tainments. From 
a survey which I 
have recently completed, I find that 78 
such ordinances have been passed with- 
in the last six months. 


Invariably we find that those who 
complain against endurance contests are 
not average citizens, but consist of rabid 
ministers, professional reformers, theater 
owners and others of similar ilk. And 
public officials, anxious to curry favor, 
‘rush to do the bidding of the minority. 

So it was in the days of old Salem 
when witches were burned at the stake. 
So it is in Kansas. where campaigns of 
reformers have barred the sale and use 
of the cigaret. So it was with the 
WCTU. 

But the fact remains that, however 
worthy the purpose of passing any legis- 
lation tending to prevent the conducting 


Ordinances To 
Bar Endurance 
Shows Invalid 


of an endurance contest, and not- 
withstanding the argument that the 
city council of any city has the 


power to protect the public against 
those who would allegedly injure the 
said public, yet it is necessary that be- 
fore property or property richts can be 
taken from anyone, regardless of the 
nature of the property, there must be 
proof that the enterprise so barred by 
ordinance is in fact harmful, injurious 
or against the peace, health, safety and 
morals of a city. 

This is essential to compliance with 
the due process requirements of the 
State and federal constitutions. There are 
several questions that must be answered 
before an ordinance barring walkathons 
or imposing prohibitive license fees can 
be enforced. 

1. Is a walkathon injurious to the 
contestants? 

2. Does a walkathon tend to degrade, 
endanger or demoralize the public? 

3. Is a walkathon against the public 
peace, safety, health and morals of the 
public? 

4. Is a walkathon contrary to public 
policy per se? 

The facts negative such questions. 
And this is proved by the more than 250 
permanent infunctions which have been 
granted by nisi prius courts in this coun- 
try, as well as by one State court and 
one federal court. 

The conclusion is evident, therefore, 
that if the business is ipso facto a 
legitimate enterprise and not deleterious

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to the public welfare, how then can 
a legislative body pass an ordinance or 
statute that will deprive a promoter of 
his contractual rights and such property 
and property rights he may have, espe- 
cially in view of the direct provision of 
the 14th Amendment to the U. S. Con- 
stitution which provides that: 

Nor shall any State deprive any person 
of life, liberty or property rights with- 
out due process of law. 

And many hundreds of cases have 
ruled that due process is a law which 
hears before it condemns, which pro- 
ceeds on inquiry, and rendered judgment 
only after trial. 

Thus it may be noted that the en- 
durance contest having been ruled upon 
and being declared to be a lawful, 
legitimate business, CANNOT BE 
BARRED BY ORDINANCE. And any 
attempt to close a walkathon by the 
public officials may be enjoined by a 
suit in equity or by petition for an in- 
junction brought in the federal courts. 

The fact that millions of citizens have 
watched marathons thruout the U. S. 
and have paid many hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars for the privilege of en- 
joying such contests, should be fairly 
indicative of the popular assent and ap- 
proval of this form of entertainment. 
And the wishes of the majority should 
certainly bear some weight with the duly 
elected and appointed public authorities 
who, after all, are legally presumed to 
bespeak the wishes of the fajority of 
the people in their respective com- 
munities. 

It is therefore reasonable to presume, 
and the cases I have tried appear to 
bear out this presumption, that any 
ordinance which attempts to bar the 
presentation of a walkathon by an ordi- 
nance specifically BARRING such con- 
tests or by setting the license fee at a 
prohibitive figure is invalid, discrimina- 
tory and contrary to the 14th Amend- 
ment of the U. S. Constitution. 

Accordingly, it is my opinion that any 
such ordinance may be declared invalid 
and spots now closed to the promoter 
may be opened thru due process of law.

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DE FOREST—Mrs. Harry, 58, profes- 
sionally known as Julia Perie, of Perie 
Sisters, died June 11 after a short ill- 
ness. She was born in London, but had 
been in this country since 1889. She 
appeared in opera in the United States 
and abroad, also with prominent cir- 
cuses. Mrs. De Forest is survived by 
her husband, veteran juggler and animal 
trainer; a son, Bob, juvenile rope spin- 
ner, and a daughter, Amy, late of 
Ringling-Barnum Circus. 


DELIUS—Frederick, 72, English com- 
poser, died at his home in France June 
10. Since 1925 he had been blind. As a 
youth it was not unti’ he showed his 
father that the mercantile field was not 
for him that he entered the musical 
world. His first published work appeared 
in 1892 and was titled Legende, From 
then on he composed steadily and at 
one time, after he made a satirical use 
of the Norwegian national anthem, was 
fired upon by a would-be assassin, who 
missed, Other compositions by him in- 
cluded Koanga, Appalachia, Summer 
Night on the River, Brigg Fair and others. 
Battles waged near his home during

Maggie Cline, famous variety performer in the days of Tony Pastor, 


died at her home in Fair Haven, 
an apoplectic stroke.

She was 77. She is survived by her husband, John 


F. Ryan, and a sister, Mrs. Elizabeth Hudson, of New York. 
Miss Cline was called the Brunnhilde of the Bowery and made two 
songs, “Throw Him Down, McCloskey,” and “Down Went McGinty,” na- 


tionally famous. 


During the heyday of variety she was the outstanding 


Irish comedienne and starred at Pastor’s after performing in burlesque for 
a while. It was while she was working at Pastor’s that John W. Kelly, 
leading songwriter of the day, walked into her dressing room, gave her 


the manuscript of “McCloskey”— 


he used the name McGinty and Miss 


Cline changed it—and a few days later she found a hit on her hands 
when she sang it at an Easter benefit. Kelly received $2 for it. During 
the next.20 years she was to sing it more than 6,000 times and she never 


was able to drop it from her act. 


Born in 1857, she ran away when 15 to go on the stage, doing so against 
her family’s wishes. In 188C she went to work for Col, T. C. Snellbaker’s 
“Majestics” in burlesque and from this troupe went to Pastor’s. She went 
into legit in 1896 as heroine in a four-act meller, “On Broadway,” and 
later starred in “Fun Aboard the Pacific Mail.” She was a contemporary, 
in vaude, of Marie Dressler, Mcintyre and Heath, Gus Williams, Ollen 
and Clark, Lottie Gibson, Fox and Ward and Lydia Yeamans. Some of 
the songs she helped popularize were “The Pitcher of Beer”; “Choke Him, 
Casey, Choke Him”; “McDowd’s Imitation,” “None of Them’s Got Any- 
thing on Me” and “Has Anybody Here Seen Kelly?” Her last stage appear- 
ance was in 1929, at Asbury Park, when, attending a benefit, she was 
called to the stage and again sang “McCloskey.” She was present also at 
the 1927 dedication cf the Hammerstein Theater—now Billy Rose’s Music 


Hall—in New York City.

Hunt Suggests 
Co-Operation 


Veteran lauds League for 
Decency fight which offers 
challenge to circuses 


i) 

WALTON, WN. Y., June 16.—“The 
nation-wide movement initiated by the 
League for Decency presents to the 
circus both an opportunity and a chal- 
lenge,” said Charles T. Hunt, for 43 years 
manager of Hunt’s Circus and long a 
fighter for fair trade practice agree- 
ments among circuses. 


“The League for Decency was started 
by William Cardinal O’Donnell, of Bos- 
ton,” continued Mr. Hunt. “Since the 
movement has started Protestant and 
Jewish organizations all over the United 
States have co-operated with the cardi- 
nal in hurling the challenge against in- 
decent moving pictures. This move- 
ment presents a great opportunity to 
the one amusement which has never 
needed a censor, the circus. It makes it 
Ppossibie for us to ask the co-operation 
of the League for Decency and other 
organizations in helping us to furnish 
the children of this country clean and 
helpful entertainment. 


“At the same time this great move- 
ment offers to us a challenge. It means 
that we of the circus who have worked 
for nearly half a century in keeping our 
institution clean must continue that 
fight. The circus must be helped by the 
civic-minded people of every community 
if we are to continue. At the same 
time the civic-minded people of the 
community who help us must be assured 
that the circus is everything that we 
claim it to be. 


“If we do accept this opportunity it 
will no longer be possible for any com- 
petitive amusement to keep us out of 
the community by the passing of laws 
and hostile ordinances which handicap 
us by excessive licenses, taxes and 
regulations. 

“T have long hoped for the day when 
the circus wouid be recognized as a cul- 
tural institution and that it would be 
welcomed to the community by the 
elimination of license fees and the offer 
of lot privileges without cost. This has 
been done in other countries; it has 
been done in some of our cities and it 
can be done in all of them. Day after 
day many of us struggle to carry on 
the circus, knowing that there will be 
no monetary reward at the end of the 
day, but our sole reward will be the 
pleasure which we have given to others. 
I hope that everyone connected with 
the circus, and that means not only the 
executive staff, but the performers as 
well, will encourage the League for 
Decency in its fight against salacious 
pictures and will at the same time prove 
to these good people that the circus does 
furnish the sort of amusement which 
they are so earnestly seeking for their 
children.”

Circusfolk Often “Fall Guys”; 
Newspaper Comments Editorially 


CINCINNATI, June 16. — During the 
last many years a disagreeable condition 
encountered by circuses has been “hang- 
ers-on” and people in no way connected 
with the shows taking advantage of ex- 
hibiting days in communities to per- 
petrate crimes of many kinds and often 
blame has been attached to “the circus 
people”—because they are “strangers in 
town.” Fortunately, however, officials 
and other citizens at a majority of 
places have become aware of the “taking 
advantage” condition, also that circus 
attaches’ time is practically all taken 
up in the performance of their duties, 
and put forth effort to check up on 
other “strangers” than the showfolks, 
also hometown rowdies, when robberies 
and other crimes are committed while 
circuses are exhibiting at their cities, 
towns or villages. 

Coincidental to the thought expressed 
in the above paragraph, the following 
editorial appeared in The Binghamton 
(N. Y.) Press of June 11: 


“When the circus was in town the 
other day Chief Abel ordered a roundup 
of hangers-on and unknowns which re- 
sulted in a quite sizable haul. The large 
squad of pickups will be detained at 
the county jail farm until the Federal 
Bureau of Identification at Washington 
has an opportunity to check up on fin- 
ger prints for wanted persons. Any com- 
munity which gets the reputation fcr 
making such roundups is usually avoid- 
ed by the criminal element. A man 
who is ‘on the lam’ doesn’t want to take 
a chance in such a place. In that con- 
nection it might be noted that the cir- 
cus is not responsible for the undesir- 
ables which trail around after it. The 
circus has no jurisdiction over them and 
must of necessity depend upon the local 
authorities to take care of the matter. 
The best that a circus or any similar 
organization can do is to keep down the 
activities of such an element on its own 
grounds and give local police what aid 
it may with its own police forces.”

PARIS, June 11.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Billboard caught the 
famous Captain Buffalo Bill and his 
Cirque Franco-Americain at Aix-en- 
Province after reading reams of publicity 
about the show. Bills and paid reading 
notices, as well as display ads, promise 
a big, free cavalcade, which turns out 
to be a parade about a block long, with 
Captain Buffalo Bill, looking like a 
Spanish bull tosser on horseback, lead- 
ing. Parade made up of band wagon, 
fleat with one clown and a few per- 
formers, float containing a wooden 
Buddha, one animal cage, three cowboys, 
one horsewoman, a “tribe of red- 
skins”—eight weirdly dressed N 
two sacred cows and six elephants. 

Bills and p. a. promise everything 
imaginable in the way of a show, but 
the reality is a spectacle with only one 
aerial number, a few acrobats, three sad 
clowns and—give them credit—a few 
fairly good animal and horse numbers. 
Big top pictured as seating 15,000 spec- 
tators in reality might pack in 5,000 if 
New York subway guards did the pack- 
ing. Advance notices promise 500 
artists and workmen. Not more than 
30 artists—if that—and perhaps 100 
workers. 

No show in Prance has flashier billing 
or equal newspaper advance buildup, all 
playing up the “Buffalo Bill” angle in 
every possible manner, apparently to 


‘make it appear that this is return tour 


of the real (deceased) Buffalo Bill and 
his show which toured here some 30 
years ago. Not one act on program is 
given billing of any sort nor even men- 
tioned in news releases or ads. 

Circus owners and papers of Paris 
exposed the “Buffalo Bill” bluff when 
the show played there, and recently the 
owners of the well-known Cirque Pinder 
secured court order forbidding the 
Bougliones to use Pinder title, which 
they had adopted along with a “straw” 
partner named Pinder.

|Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


Looking back 76 years we are reminded 
that in June, 1858, Howes & Cushing's 
Great United States Circus was filling a 
lengthy and sucessful engagement at the 
Alhambra, Leicester Square, London, 
Eng. Early in that month the manage- 
ment, by requesi, gave a private per- 
formance for her Majesty the Queen, his 
Royal Highness the Prince Consort and 
more than a dozen other members of the 
Royal Family. The Illustrated London 
News of June 12, 1858, published a story 
of how the royal party was entertained 
and a half-page illustration from a 
photograph of what was described as 
chief feature of the performance, be- 
cause of the interest manifested by the 
Queen. The act was that of the famous 
American trick horse, Black Eagle. 


This fine specimen of the equine race 
had gained the title of “The Horse of 
Beauty.” He was then 7 years old, stood 
15’ hands high, was trained to do 
waltzes, polkas. imitate the camel's walk, 
stand erect on his hind legs. and under 
the direction of that expert horseman, 
John H. Murray, gave an exhibition 
which truly amazed the royalty and 
brought to Howes & Cushing a con- 
tinuous flow of patronage during the 
London engagement. It also added 
prestige and popularity to John H. Mur- 
Tray as a member of the circus profes- 
sion; his name was identified with 
prominent circus organizations in the 
years that followed the return from 
England. Twenty years later, in Decem- 
ber, 1878, he was owner and manager 
of John H. Murray’s Grand Circus, ex- 
hibiting in Georgetown and Demerara, in 
British Guiana. 


Manager Murray had in his 1878 or- 
ganization a galaxy of circus celebrities 
equal to or better than he had been as- 
sociated with on the Howes & Cushing 
program in London. His love for direct- 
ing of educated horse acts was still a 
hobby; he personally directed the twin 
ponies, “Mars and Jupiter.” O. P. 
Berry’s Band was the musical organiza- 
tion. W. H. Stowe and his wife, Lizzie 
Marcellus, who four years later lost their 
show and their lives in a steamboat fire, 
were members of Murray’s company. 
Stowe’s School of Educated Canines was 
the favorite number on the bill for the 
children patrons; W. H. Stowe’s clowning 
and his rendition of that famous comic 
song Whoa, Emma, was an outstanding 
hit. Lizzie Marcellus’ equestrian num- 
bers had all the thrills of flights over 
streamers and banners, including the 
dives thru balloons, at which she was 
a@ graceful expert. John Barry did a 
principal act. W. F. Aymar clowned the 
riding and worked with W. Milson in 
the “Two Comics,” a comedy acrobatic 
specialty.

Now we will come to some stars of 
tomorrow. Malcolm Carey undoubtedly 
will have to lose his title in the future, 
first, because of his several rink inter- 
ests, and secondly, age will take its toll, 
but I do not think that he will let the 
title go out of the Carey family.

That lady 
has lived to celebrate her 82d birthday 
in 1934. It is Linda Jeal, who was hon- 
ored with the title of “The Champion 
Lady Hurdle Rider of the World,” also 
known as the “Queen of the Flaming 
Zone,” a title acquired by that famous 
thrill act in which she rode her won- 
derful hurdle act, in which, on the back 
of her horse at full speed, both she and 
the horse went thru a circle of flame. 
This amazing thrill act was produced by 
using a hoop of perforated gas pipe, 
filled with oil. The spray of oil when 
lighted made a circle of flame. The 
hoop held by men in the ring, with long 
tongs, formed a standing circle of fire 


~ 
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thru which horse and rider went as 
they circled the ring. 

The writer has official programs in 
which Linda Jeal’s “Flaming Zone” act 
was a special feature for P. T. Barnum, 
September 8-11, 1879, in Cincinnati; 
Cooper & Bailey's London Show, 1880; 
Orrin Bros., winter of 1880; W. W. Cole, 
season of 1881; Ryan & Robinson, 1882; 
Stevens’ Australian Circus, 1883; El Circo 
Orrin, City of Mexico, 1885; Barnum, 
Bailey & Hutchison at Madison Square 
Garden, April 12, 1885; also in 1877 on 
August 11 and 12 at Woodward’s Gar- 
dens, San Francisco, where she appeared 
in a triple trapeze act with Hawley & 
Stevens; then in July, 1888, at Ham- 
burg, Germany, as a special feature in 
the program of Circus Busch.

“The AAU advises me it has not re- 
ceived any applications for sanctions 
from Westchester Country Club for 
swimming meets and has assured me 
that it will do everything it can to safe- 
guard the swimmers. 

“I do not know how I could possibly 
make any investigation unless a sanction 
is applied for, but you may rest assured 
that neither our own association nor the 
AAU will lend itself to this practice.”

The trotting-horse season has hit its 
full stride. Ohio Short Ship Circuit and 
Bay State Circuit are entertaining rac- 
ing followers with a splendid brand of 
racing. Ohio Circuit completed its third 
week on Saturday at Berea and Bay 
State its second at Chatham, N. Y. 

Racing everywhere, at these two im- 
portant circuits and the smaller one and 
two-day meetings that have been given, 
has been all that followers of the sport 
could possibly wish for. Some likely 
candidates have shown up. Doc Parshall, 
Urbana, O., driving ace, is showing Ohio 
followers a real trotter in Captain Han- 
over, 3, 2:02%%4. 

Parshall has also shown up a shifty 
half-mile track pacer in Sallie S. Scott, 
2:05, who cost nearly $7,000 as a 2-year- 
old and then proved to be a big disap- 
pointment until last fall, when she was 
turned over to Parshall, who won a 
sparkling race with her in October at 
Sturbridge, Mass., and who has won four 
races so far this season. 

His Majesty in Form 

But the real performance to date was 
that at the Columbus meeting by the 
4-year-old pacing colt, His Majesty, 
3, 2:0014. Winning two races there. he 
recorded his mile winning effort in 2:05 
flat, winning off by himself and giving 
every indication of being able to pace 
a mile in better than 2:04 if it had been 
necessary. At Columbus the colt was 
making his first appearance of the year, 
which, incidentally, was the first time 
he had ever been out of the Homer Wal- 
ton stable. 

Two days previous to his Columbus 
race he was bought by Trainer Sep Palin 
for his chief patron, E. J. Naker, St. 
Charles, Ill.. who handed cver $10,800 
for the son of Abbedale, 2:011%4. His 
Majesty has a long list of rich stake 
engagements ahead of him for the re- 
mainder of the season, in which he 
should be one of the chief factors. To 
date in three seasons of racing he has 
never been defeated over a half-mile 
track. 

Outstanding performance of the open- 
ing of Bay State Circuit at Goshen, N. 
Y., was that by the young trotter All 
Pep, in the stable of Will Caton. Driven 
by his ycung son, Johnny Caton, the 
gelding turned in a second heat in 
2:06%,, which stands as one of the top 
trotting efforts of the early season. All 
Pep was tabbed early in the training 
season as one that would deliver the 
goods. 


Trainers Are To Blame 


There has only been one disappointing 
feature of the opening meetings. In 
all sections the supply of horses has 
been rather limited, a condition which 
is hard to explain, as the training season 
was the best horsemen have experienced 
in several years. But it is the same old 
story, one that has been a handicap to 
those trying to promote early meetings. 
The trainers themselves are to blame. 
Instead of helping, having their horses 
at the meetings, they would rather stay 
at home and train, train, train. 

A splendid example occurred at Berea 
the past week. The racing secretary 
needed one more horse to fill a pacing 
class, which was for a $500 purse. Four 
was the most that could be gotten to 
enter, and one prominent trainer, who 
had one eligible for the race and who

will offer about $13,000 in premium 
awards. 

This is nearly double that paid last 
year and is made possible thru the asso- 
ciation taking advantage of the Srate’s 
offer to duplicate premium awards of- 
fered. 

This year, however, the outlook is 
encouraging, with approximately $8,000 
to be made available in awards, compared 
with $3,600 the fair association was able 
to pay in 1933. Aside from this, $3,600

screen visible even in daylight thru pro- 
jection from behind. 


Madison Square Garden Corporation 
(New York City) has been batting perfect 
ball in its last two legal scrapes. Once, 
while the “Garden” was used for hockey 
games, a spectator was hit by a player’s 
stick which was accidentally thrown from 
his hands. The court decided that the 
accident was so unusual as to have been 
unforeseen by the owners of the building, 
and claimants’ complaint was dismissed. 


Secondly, while the building was used 
by the Ringling Circus, a minor was in- 
jured in being pushed thru the entrance- 
way. Tho the plaintiff did recover a ver- 
dict upon the trial, the court on appeal 
held the “Garden” blameless, and re- 
versed the verdict and dismissed the bill 
of complaint. 


Of late, around this “neck of the 
woods,” excavators have been digging up 
bones of pre-historic mammals. The 
most recent find is a skeleton of a so- 
called “mammoth’’—the forbear of an 
elephant—at Randoiph, near Jamestown, 
ie A 

It seems strange that some wide-awake

Ordinance Against 
Out-of-Towners Void 


LANSING, Mich., June 16.—Itinerant 
order-takers and apparently pitchmen 
were given a break in a decision handed 
down June 4 by the Michigan Supreme 
Court which held that local com- 
munities—meaning cities, towns and 
villages—cannot pass ordinances dis- 
criminating against non-resident busi- 
ness concerns. 


An ordinance licensing hucksters and 
peddlers in Flushing, Mich., was held in 
violation of the State and federal con- 
stitutions by the court. The Flushing 
ordinance exempted local hucksters, 
peddlers, etc., from its provisions. The 
court declared the ordinance was un- 
reasonably discriminatory against out- 
of-town business houses. The ordinance 
prohibited hawking, peddling and street 
vending of goods, wares, merchandise 
and farm products, within the village 
boundary, without a license. Venders 
were obliged to pay sums up to $10 per 
day for licenses. Hucksters who had 
been residents of Flushing for three 
months or more were exempted from the 


The decision was handed down on the 
appeal of the Cook Coffee Company, of 
Detroit, which had been paying $10 per 
day over a period of several months for 
licenses. The company’s salesmen, trav- 
eling in automobiles, had been taking 
delivering orders from village customers 
for several years. 


The ruling seems a victory for sales- 
men of Michigan, especially those who 
were either unaware of their constitu- 
tional rights or in doubt concerning 
the laws governing their profession.

Starting as an amateur actor at 
the age of 6 led Charlie Alton, 
now 67 (if he is still living), thru 
every branch of the mill of the 
indoor and outdoor show world 
and finally into Pitchdom. 

In the old home town of Pitts- 
burgh Mrs. Alton, the proud 
mother of Charlie, led him back of 
a local theater and thru the stage 
door, and urged and encouraged 
him to do his little bit. The 
youngster won first prize that 
night and that settled his future. 
Charlie was going to be on the 
stage. The mother sure did her 
work well, for at the age of 15 
Charlie applied to the manager of 
| the Manchester and Jennings bur- 
lesque show and won himself a 
Place on the program. He made 
good, and he later teamed up with 
Johnny Pastor and they were 
recognized as one of vaudeville’s 
leading teams. 

Pastor got married, which caused 
the split that time, and in his 
next role we find Alton doing 


acrobatics on the Barnum Circus. 
From the trapeze he jumped right 
onto the Haverly Minstrels, which 
went to Europe. On his return he 
joined out with Al G. Field for 
four seasons and then on to the 
Hyde & Beaman outfit, of Brook- 
lyn. Later he took his cue with 
the Howard & Atheum Show, Bill 
Cleveland’s Minstrels, Primrose & 
West and Lew Dockstader. 

Charlie was a regular fellow in 
his heyday. Never was big-headed 
and mixed with all troupers re- 
gardless of what branch of the 
business they were in. Charlie 
never regretted that, for he met 
some of the best pitchmen in the 
game, among them was none other 
than the late Big-Foot Wallace, 
one of Pitchdom’s greatest celebri- 
ties. Wallace instructed Charlie 
how to meet the public when sell- 
ing. Alton told me he found it 
hard and would have never made 
good if it hadn’t been for Wal- 
lace’s instructions, and retained 
the thought that it is easier to sell 
the public entertainment than 
merchandise, but also that an ex- 
actor makes the best pitchman. 

Anyhow, before making his first 
direct selling talk to the people 
he was in vaudeville. That took 
a nose dive and Charlie did a 
handspring right into the electric 
belt line with Wallace, working in 
front the first few passouts. Since 
that time Alton has been as versa- 
tile in Pitchdom as he was in the 
show game, for he went from the 
belts to med, hones, pens, novelty 
jewelry, peelers or what have you.

IRCUSES are getting back to the old 

days in point of number, but not 

so far as mode of transportation is 
concerned. Not for several years have 
there been so many traveling shows of 
this kind. A list compiled by me shows 
there are 52 in operation at present, not 
counting strictly fraternal circuses. Of 
these only three are on rails, the others 
making their moves by motor. The per- 
centage is about 95 for truck and 5 for 
rail. 

It is possible there are a few shows in 
operation that have not been recorded 
because of their movements being kept 
more or less secret. The Curtis-Gregg 
Fashion Plate Circus is not included in 
the 52, having closed a few weeks ago, 
but it is understood the show might 
hit the trail again later this season. The 
increase in circuses this year over 1943, 
when there were approximately 30 rail 
and truck shows, is almost 60 per cent. 

It is interesting to note that 31 of 
the 52 shows have “Brothers” included 
in their titles.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—An unprecedented demand for small coins that is 
sure to boost the play of coin machines was indicated in a recent report from the 
United States Treasury. Reason assigned by people in general is that it indicates 
an increasing demand for money in small business transactions, altho Henry Mor- 


ganthau Jr., secretary of the Treasury, declined to advance an opinion. 


Heaviest 


demand was for quarters, but coinmen say that quarters easily break into nickels 
and dimes, and that plenty of small change in the pockets of the people is a sure 


sign that machine play will pick up. Fully 
one-third of the potential play of amuse- 
ment and vending machines is lost, they 
Say, because the people do not have the 
proper small coins in their pockets when 
the impulse strikes them to play. 


According tc the report. pennies, 
nickels, dimes, quarters and half dollars 
have been shipped so fast by the mints 
that it has “almost completely exhausted 
the supplies in the Federal Reserve Banks, 
the Treasury and the mints. 


“The demand is far out of proportion 
to any that has ever occurred before at 
this time of the year in the whole history 
of the mints,” it was stated. 


Mr. Morganthau offered no explanation 
for the extraordinary quest for change. 
He said he had “found the information 
interesting and was passing it along.” 

The Federal Reserve Board recently re- 
ported a big increase in small-sized cur- 
rency—that of $20 and less—and ex- 
plained that this type of money was 
“commonly used in business transac- 
tions.” 

Treasury figures showed that in the 
first five months of 1934 more subsidiary 
coins were shipped than in the same five 
months for all the preceding 13 years 
put together. For the five months ship- 
ments amounted to $3,603,000 as com- 
pared with $2,477,000 for the same five 
months for every year from 1921 to 1933. 

The Treasury said the extraordinary de- 
mand has put the Philadelphia mint on 
a three-shift basis and speeded coinage 
operations at the Denver and San Fran- 
cisco mints 

Quarter dollars were in greatest de- 
mand. Shipments in the five-month 
period amounted to $1,465,000, as com- 
pared with $435,000 for that period in all 
the preceding 13 years. 

“Production of copper cents, of which 
82.650,000 (%826,500) have been shipped 
since January 1, is just keeping abreast 
of the demand,” Mr. Morganthau said. 
“Of quarters, there is a real shortage and

Faith in Quality 
Inspires Program 


CHICAGO, June 16.—Always a cham- 
pion of quality im machines, greater 
faith than ever in quality is seen in 
the recent national advertising cam- 
paign of the American Sales Corpora- 
tion, headed by Lee S. Jones. As presi- 
dent of the Coin Machine Manufac- 
turers’ Association, he has always talked 
quality and has now developed his dis- 
tributing business to the point where 
expansion into much wider territory be- 
comes necessary. 

Machines like the Autobank are being 
featured in the present sales campaign 
inaugurated by Mr. Jones. The expan- 
sion move is being made along lines 
which have been developed by experience 
in the Chicago territory during the last 
two or three years. By featuring high- 
grade machines and by carefully select- 
ing his clientele and encouraging his 
operator-customers in their business Lee 
has built up an impressive following. 


He is now approaching the national 
trade with his purchasing plan, and 
customers will be selected with the same 
care as developed in his home market. 
He knows the national market thru 
years of experience in the coin-operated 
piano field and later in the automatic 
phonograph business, and is well pre- 
pared to launch the present program. 


Enact Dual License Tax 


ENID, Okla., June 16.—The city com- 
mission recently passed a new ordinance 
licensing recreational games of skill, 
such as marble or pin table games, and 
included a ban on machines that are 
games of chance. 

The license fee is in the form of an 
occupational tax of $50 a year for the 
operator of machines and $1 per month 
cn each machine, 


“Make the Public Official Your Friend”—1934 Slogan. 
Notable among the trade achievements of the first half of 
1934 will be the efforts in many cities to arrive at a fair and 
reasonable understanding with public officials. The co-opera- 
tion shown by public officials in most cases has been very 
commendable. 


In approaching public officials for reason and considera- 
tion in the treatment of skill games and vending machines it 
has been shown worth while to have full sympathy for public 
officials in their position. Every public official is subjected to 
all sorts of factional pleas, involving political pressure, jug- 
glery, intimidation and even bribery, all of which makes it more 
difficult for them to give time and attention to the pleas of the 
coin machine trade. 


The case of the skill games is comparatively new in the 
coin machine business and it will require time and experience 
to work out a complete solution. Due to the fact that people 
in general, as well as public officials, are not acquainted with 
the distinctions in the types of machines, much of the legal 
confusion and interference has arisen. It cannot be expected 
that public officials will take the initiative and come begging 
the coin machine trade to explain the details and trade terms 
used in the business. It is imperative that the industry take 
the initiative, prepare an intelligent case and present it in the 
most effective manner. 


The chief lesson of the recent New York experience seems 
to be the value of preparing a well-written case and in seek- 
ing an open agreement and understanding with the officials. 
From the experiences gained in New York, Detroit, Los An- 
geles, Chicago and other cities, it should soon be possible for 
the trade to have a well-planned method of approach in pre- 
senting its case. 

Until the problems are finally settled, it is sufficient to point 
out that the chief example for the trade so far has been the 
open efforts to reach an agreement. Picture such a meeting 
as that held in New York, at which hundreds of coinmen were 
present and also prominent officials from the largest city in 
the country. Picture these officials telling their views to the 
coinmen, and then listening to the operators and jobbers pre- 
sent their side of the case, and you have an example of legiti- 
mate efforts to reach a satisfactory agreement on a problem 
that is comparatively new in government. 

It must be remembered that the skill games business grew 
to be a national industry only within recent years, and that it 
will require time to educate the public and enforcement of- 
ficials to appreciate the nature of the skill amusement business. 
At the present time there is not a satisfactory and workable 
definition of a skill game on the statute books nor in the de- 
cisions of the courts. Present legal attitude is based upon the 
definition that skill must “predominate,” something about 
which human minds cannot agree. 

In the face of such difficulties, it is important that the skill 
games division keep its reputation free of any racketeering taint 
or illegal methods of obtaining protection. The open and legal 
method of securing trade rights is the way to protect legal games. 
Public officials will understand this and will appreciate the ef- 
forts of the trade to obtain justice. 

The skill games have their just claims to operate legally, 
and while there will be many variations from the proper course, 
the main objective is to secure general recognition of skill 
games as a legitimate business. SILVER SAM:

The session resulted in boosting the 


spirits of the members and many new applications were received following the 
meeting also. Joseph Fishman, executive manager of the association, was the 
first speaker and rallied all operators to the association cause, urging independents 


to join the association for the betterment 
of operating conditions thruout the city. 
He peinted to the work which the Amal- 
gamated had already accomplished for 
the ops and the work which had yet to be 
done. He stated that the operators today 
need associations and that their support 
was absolutely necessary so that condi- 
tions would be made better for all. He 
pointed to the fact that even tho the 
license ordinance was passed, the police 
had seen fit to arrest two operators in the 
city within the past week and that there 
was much work yet to be done in this 
direction. 


Following Fishman came Larry Nixon, 
new publicity director for the Metropoli- 
tan Skill Games Board of Trade, Ina., 
who gave a general talk on the value of 
favorable publicity for coin ops. He 
pointed out what publicity could do 
to help the situation that existed here 
and that it would help to bring about 
closer relationships between the public 
and the operator, as well as the operator 
and the public official. 


Following Nixon's speech, Fred Mann, of 
the Chicago Operators’ Association, ad- 
dressed the meeting as a guest speaker. 
Mann was here to view the Carnera-Baer 
fight, and his fighting blood was aroused. 
Fred made a wonderful speech to the 
boys and received tremendous applause. 
He pointed to the work which has to be 
taken care of thruout the country and 
that operators as a group were powerful 
enough to accomplish this end, but if 
they did not co-operate they might as 
well forget this industry exists. 


Many independent operators joined the 
association right after the meeting and 
many more have promised to join. The 
association has lowered its dues so that 
many operators would be able to enter at 
this time. Manager Fishman reports the 
reason for this being the fact that “we 
are not here to make money, but rather 
to help every single operator in this ter- 
ritory, and we realize that we must have 
their full co-operation to do so. We have 
brought our dues down so that the asso- 
ciation receives barely enough to con- 
tinue its offices and the general legal 
work which it has been doing. We want 
the operators to get together 100 per cent 
for their association and we shall do 
everything in our power to help them.” 


Louis Goldberg, member of the Amal- 
gamated, made a general appeal to the 
independents present. He flavored his 
Speech with all the necessary points 
which ops here have had to contend with 
and said the independent op should cer- 
tainly join his nearest association for the 
betterment of his own livelihood. It is 
believed that his appeal to the inde- 
pendents was the reason for so many 
joining the association at this time.

CHICAGO, June 16.—No stronger be- 
lief in the comeback of music machines 
can be found anywhere than in Ed John- 
son, sales manager of the J. P. Seeburg 
Corporation. This belief in the ma- 
chines comes, he says, from traveling 
about considerably and seeing how many 
of the leading operators of the country 
are again returning to music. These 
names include some of the most promi- 
nent men in the industry, such as Harry 
Moseley, of Richmond; W. B. Specialty 
Company in St. Louis; Dean Novelty 
Company, Tulsa; Doud, of Battle Creek, 
and others. 


“These are prominent men in the in- 
dustry, and the very fact that they are 
giving attention to phonographs is in- 
dication that these machines are now 
making money for operators. Years ago 
it was the automatic pianos, then came 
the phonograph, but prohibition put a 
damper on the need for phonographs. 
Music and drinking go together, for the 
leisurely feeling that drinking brings 
also arouses a desire for music. Hence 
the present day is witnessing a real 
demand for the phonograph. Every op- 
erator in the business should begin 
placing phoncographs. They are the most 
stable type of machines that the oper- 
ator can get at the present time.”

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Candy Firms 
Weigh Code 


Speaker avers- code is 
result of many years of

NEW YORK, June 16.—Candy manu- 
facturers from all sections of the 
country, meeting in the 5lst annual 
convention of the National Confec- 
tioners’ Association at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, were informed by W. Parker 


Jones, counsel for the association, that 
the long unsettled code for the industry 
had been signed by President Roosevelt 
and will go into effect on June 25. At 
their afternoon session they heard the 
code explained, article by article, by Pat 
J. Taft, assistant deputy administrator 
of the NRA. 


In opening the convention with an 
address of welcome, George U. Harvey, 
president of the boro of Queens, harked 
back eight years to the time when he, 
as secretary of the Association of Manu- 
facturers of Confectionery and Choco- 
late, of New York, helped to draw up 
and propose to the Federal Trade Com- 
mission a fair business code for the 
candy industry, which he said was 
“practically the same” as the national 
code now adopted. He recalled that this 
State code, after nine months in which 
it “worked admirably,” finally met with 
the disapproval of the government. 


“The reward I received for my work 
in this matter,” said Mr. Harvey, “was 
to be subjected to a governmental in- 
vestigation as a violator of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act. My associate, John C. 
Howard, attorney for the Federal Trade

Commission, was dismissed from the 
government employ for his activities 
while working with me, and maybe the 
government was right at that. We prob- 
— were many years ahead of our 
time.” 


Dr. Stroud Jordan, chemist and con 
sultant to the food and drug act re- 
vision committee, in one of the reports 
that followed Mr. Harvey's address, urged 
all members of the industry to register 
their opposition to the pure food and 
drug act now before Congress. Even in 
its modified form, he said, the bill was 
objectionable in that it left the initia- 
tive in food and drug regulation to the 
Department of Agriculture instead of to 
industry. “The law should encourage 
support by manufacturers rather than 
enforcement by inspectors,” said Dr. 
Jordan. 


G. H. Williamson, president of the Na- 
tional Association, asked that the in- 
dustry unite in support of the new code. 

“T believe that industry today is ready 
to fight for what is rational and reason- 
able,” Mr. Williamson said. “Industry 
hasn’t been all wrong, as has been 
judged by the theorists in Washington. 
No industry that could develop such a 
variety of products in the last few years 
could be all wrong. Industry, comprised 
of capital and management, must more 
end more consider labor as its partner.” 

The first part of Mr. Taft’s speech 
consisted of a review of the code-making 
activities of the candy manufacturers’ 
code committee and the agencies of the 
President’s re-employment agreement, 
the Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration and the NRA, with which it had 
been successively at work. He called 
attention to the temporary nature of the 
provisions under the PRA, operating 
while the code was still in abeyance, re- 
called the transfer of the code to NRA 
jurisdiction in January and the provi- 
sions then considered for the public 
hearings in March.

WASHINGTON, June 16.— Prepara- 
tions for organization of the enforce- 
ment machinery for the pending code 
which will govern its activities were 
made this week by the National Asso- 
ciation of Tobacco Dealers at the 
concluding sessions of its convention. 


The code, which fas aroused much 
speculation with respect to trade prac- 
tices, and particularly the “loss leader” 
provisions, is expected to be announced 
soon. Anticipating that action, the 
association selected regional enforce- 
ment representatives to act under the 
code authority which it will establish.

Manning, of Boston; Elex Schwartz, of 
Cincinnati; Jonathan Vipond, of Scran- 
ton, and Louis Ehrlich, of Kansas City. 
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Cigarets in 
Big Exhibit 


Effects of smoking shown 
to medics gets big news 
publicity 


CLEVELAND, June 16.—Cigarets came 
in for front-page publicity in news- 
Papers all over the country due to 
temperature effects of smoking shown 
in an exhibit set up at the 85th annual 
meeting of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, at which 5,000 doctors were in 
attendance. 


The cigaret exhibit shows the effects 
ef tobacco smoking on the outer layers 
of the blood circulation, particularly 
those close to the skin. The tests were 
made by Irving S. Wright, A. Wilbur 
Duree, Joseph Kovacs, Dean Moffat and 
Joseph Wiener, of the New York Post- 
graduate Medical School and Hospital 
of Columbia University. 


It made no difference whether the 
cigarets contained denicotinized tobacco. 
The effect was the same. But fake 
cigarets made of ground filter paper 
failed to produce the cooling. 


A young man smoking a “standard 
brand” cigaret started with a finger-tip 
skin temperature of 92. This tempera- 
ture dropped 10 degrees in 15 minutes 
while he was smoking one cigaret. After 
he stopped the skin dropped a further 
two degrees in three minutes. Seven 
minutes later it had risen again to 92. 


A denicotinized cigaret produced a 
similar drop and rise, altho slightly 
slower. A mentholated cigaret caused a 
slower fall in finger-tip temperature, 
but the cooling effect was still strong, 
at 80 degrees, for a full hour and 40 
minutes. 


The duration of cooling appeared to 
deperd more on the individual than on 
the smoke. Fifty tests were made of 
the cooling of the skin at the base of 
finger nails while smoking standard 
brands. These showed average results 
n.uch like the finger-tip temperatures. 
Denicotinized and also mentholated 
cigarets gave similar averages to finger- 
nail base temperatures. Here again the 
mentholated smokes wére a little slower. 

The physicians stated that during 
smoking the flow of blood in the capil- 
laries is frequently slowed down or even 
stopped. This accounts for the skin 
cooling. 


Norris’ New Vender 
Now in Production 


COLUMBUS,. O., June  16.—Reel 
Amusement is the name of a new five- 
reel card machine merchandise gum 
vender now in production at the Norris 
Manufacturing Company here. 

Mr. G. E. Norris in demonstrating this 
new protege of the company to Andy 
Anderson, of The Billboard, waxed quite 
enthusiastic about the novel features of 
this vender, incorporating in one ma- 
chine the 36 years of experience Mr. 
Norris has had in both operating and 
manufacturing. Some of the features 
include a free-wheeling device, which 
Mr. Norris describes as “noise like a 
mouse.” making the reel operation 
noiseless, as all the reels are stopped 
by clockwork; a new adjustable per- 
centage device (patent applied for) 
which enables the operator to adjust 
the percentage for the location and the 
operator by ginits of 10. 

The machine is incased in a beauti- 
fully finished, well-decorated aluminum 
cabinet with two cash boxes with sepa- 
rate keys for both the operator and the 
location if desired. 

The entire mechanism is built on the 
front casting and is easy to remove, in 
one piece, by unlocking. Gum vender, 
with a rotary mechanism at the top of 
the machine, holds a good supply of 
gum and vends with every play if de- 
sired. 

An unusual feature of the merchan- 
dising plan for Reel Amusement is the 
shipping of one machine on consign- 


ment to any legitimate jobber upon re- 
quest. 

Mr. Norris states that production will 
be to capacity within three weeks and 
that all the jobbers and operators who 
have seen the sample machines are very 
enthusiastic as to their possibilities. 


Candy Convention 
Hears Good News 


NEW YORK, June 16.—Evidence of 
strong recovery trends in the confection- 
ery industry was presented at the 5lst 
annual convention of the National Con- 
fectioners’' Association at the Waldorf 
Astoria this week by Clarence E. Birg- 
feld, in charge of the confectionery sur- 
vey of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce of the United States 
Department of Commerce. Mr. Birgfeld 
presented a comparison of sales and dis- 
tribution figures for 1932 and 1933 sub- 
mitted by 386 identical manufacturers 
for the two years. 


The survey revealed an increase, on 
a volume basis, of 4.7 per cent for all 
confectionery products during 1933, as 
against the 1932 total. On a value basis 
sales decreased 1.8 per cent over this 
period, but this represented a definite 
slowing up of the depression drop when 
contrasted with the decline of 19.6 per 
cent in dollar sales between 1931 and 
1932. According to Mr. Birgfeld, the 
average value a pound, which dropped 
nearly four cents between 1931 and 1932, 
fell less than one cent last year. 


The end of the period of retard and 
the beginning of the pcriod of recovery 
was manifested impressively in figures 
for the first four months of 1934, which 
established an actual upward swing in 
sales on a dollar basis. During this 
period they were 28.2 per cent greater 
than during the corresponding period in 
1933, with the total value of all con- 
fectionery and competitive chocolate 
products sold rising from $52,609,008 in 
the first four months of 1933 to $67,- 
464,064 in the same period this year. 


The increased volume of sales of 
penny candy was the most pronounced 
feature of the industry for 1983, the 
survey disclosed. Poundage of penny 
goods was up 34.4 per cent over 1932 
and sales value rose by 20 per cent. The 
number of concerns making such items 
decreased a little, and consequently 
there was a substantial increase in the 
average sales volume per firm. 


One factor in the recovery revealed 
in Mr. Birgfeld’s report is the fact that 
it has become possible for consumers to 
buy good candies at very low prices, with 
the result that many have become “edu- 
cated” to high quality confectionery, 
according to James A. King, president of 
the Nulomoline Company, New York. 
This is true particularly in the case of 
penny candies, Mr. King said, in which 
high quality was a requisite of expan- 
sion. “Manufacturers had to make good 
penny candy,” he said, “or kids would 
spend their nickels on nickel bars.” 


License Issue 
Starts Again 


NEWARK, N. J., June 16.—After con- 
siderable delay about issuing licenses 
the city ordinance has at last been put 
into effect, but not until some new 
restrictions on skill games had been 
written into it. Many coinmen had 
grown discouraged because of the delay 
in issuing licenses, and adverse news in 
the press had also worried the ops. 
Once it was reported in the daily press 
that the city prosecutor had decided to 
withhold the licenses, saying that the 
giving of prizes made the machines 
illegal. 


But the Chancery Court held the 
games to be legal and the ordinance was 
enacted. At the suggestion of represen- 
tatives of the churches, schools and 
parent-teacher associations, an amend- 
ment was written in that no pin games 
should appear within 200 yards of a 
school. The license fee was fixed at $4 
a year per machine. 

Other limitations placed in the 
amended ordinance were to limit ma- 
chines to not more than 50 per operator

DETROIT, June 16.—An order that a city ordinance covering all types of coin 
machines be prepared by June 21 was issued at hearing on June 14 by Judge Vin- 
cent M. Brennan. The order was issued as Judge Brennan criticized assistant cor- 
poration counsel, Nathaniel H. Goldstick, for not having an ordinance ready for 


consideration. 


The hearing this week was the resv!t of an appeal by Henry C. 


Lemke, Lemke Specialty Company. for another restraining order to protect skill 


games in the city. The matter was first 
games have been operating under a truce, 
but police authorities claimed that op- 
erators had violated the rules about 
placing games closer than 500 feet to 
schools and machines had been taken in. 

Declaring that the entire matter re- 
lating to the amusement machines is 
question for the city council and not the 
courts, Judge Brennan is considered to 
have indicated the certainty of a city or- 
dinance to regulate amusement devices. 
Recent controversies in the court have 
hinged on the question of whether pin 
table devices are games of skill or chance. 
The local question is said to have been 
complicated by a division among local 
coinmen, the more recent confusion aris- 
ing due to conflicts between operators of 
digger and of pin game machines. 

F. E. Turner, president of the Michigan 
AMA, is said to favor a State license plan 
for amusement devices rather than a local 
ordinance. A State license would be uni- 
form all over the State, would save much 
expense to coinmen in various cities, and 
should be formed to avoid separate city 
ordinances, he savs. The State license 
fee would be apportioned among State, 
county and city governments, according 
to his plan. 

But recent developments will necessi- 
tate the passage of a local ordinance at 
an early date, and coinmen afe anxious 
to secure the best terms possible. 

During the hearing this week, games 
were again brought into court and 
demonstrated by the police in an effort 
to prove that they were games of chance. 
Robert T. Speed, attorney for some of 
the baffle operators, admitted the town 
was “overrun with the machines” and 
that the 500-foot law was being violated, 
but said this was due to the failure to 
draft an ordinance. 

After the police had tired of playing 
the various games Judge Brennan called 
in Sidney L. Alexander, attorney for the 
Automatic Merchandisers’ Association of 
Detroit, and instructed him to draw up 
an ordinance to contro] the boards. 

This ordinance is to be presented to 
the court June 21, and will include a 
clause forbidding the use of the boards by 
children under the age of 16 years. Judge 
Brennan said he had received a letter 
from the Parent-Teachers’ Association of 
Detroit approving this part of the or- 
dinance.

Code Authorities Should 
Hear Code Violations 


CHICAGO, June 16.—Reliance on and 
respect for code authorities in each in- 
dustry was held to be the best plan by 
Andrew H. Bruce, chairman of the NRA 
adjustment board in Ilinois, addressing 
a meeting of the radio trade here this 
week. If enforcement of trade codes 
under the NRA is made to depend upon 
criminal prosecutions in the courts, 
“failure will be the inevitable result,” 
he said. 

Mr. Bruce said the future of the fair 
trade practice codes was what the em- 
Ployers, employees and the consumer 
chose to make it. He predicted less 
regulation by prosecution and more de- 
pendence upon code authorities. He saw 
little difference between the ideas of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Theodore 
Roosevelt—and found it significant that 
the new Republican national chairman, 
Henry P. Fletcher, was a former “Bull 
Mcoser.” 

“If the codes as a whole are to be 
put across,” Mr. Bruce said, “they must 
be put across by an almost unanimous 
acquiescence within the industries or by 
enforcing statutes. Whether they can 
be enforced by State statutes is in itself 
a serious problem.”

Sweet Music for Skill 
Players on Genco Game 


CHICAGO, June 16.—Ignoring the 
superstition of summer dullness, Genco, 
Inc., is stepping up production on the 
new table game called Step-Up. In 
keeping with the season, the cabinets in 
I 1ew game are painted in opalescent 
~reen, and the color scheme of the 
Playing field is made to harmonize. 


The game features a progressive scor- 
plan in the field which gives the 
player his money’s worth. The main at- 
traction is the “step-up hole” at the top 
center of the field which controls the 
progressive features. There are three 
channels on the field, with the gates to 
centrol the progress of balls scored in 
these channels; a ball scored in the 
“step-up hole” will advance all balls in 
the three channels and also releases for 
free play any balls that may be in the 
“gut” hole. If three balls happen to be 
in the upper section of any one chan- 
nel, c ball placed in “step-up” will ad- 
vance the three balls, one to each of 
the three lower sections in the channel. 
In addition to controlling the pro- 
gressive features of the game, the “step- 
up” pocket plays four musical notes 


every time a ball is scored in it. This 
is an idea to replace the ringing bell 
with pleasant music, the makers state. 
Other additions to the game are a one- 
piece metal rim around the playing 
field which eliminates noise and pro- 
motes free rolling of the balls, also a 
polished bracket is placed on legs of the 
table to prevent cracking. A new fea- 
ture on this game permits only one ball 
to be put into play at a stroke of the 
plunger. The firm announced imme- 
diate delivery on the game.

Promised Best Features, 
Now He Delivers Them 


CHICAGO, June 16.—Jimmy Johnson 
says he is keeping a promise made dur- 
ing the 1934 Coin Machine Exposition, 
as his firm, Western Equipment and 
Supply Company, started production on 
the Futurity racing machine this week. 
He promised the cperators, he says, to 
develop a machine which combines all 
the best features of machines in its 
field—and Futurity is the result. 


It is a racing machine with an auto- 
matic pay-out arrangement, which puts 
into one machine, according to Jimmy, 
all that is desired in this field. It has 
vender, selector, odds indicator and lat- 
est devices for prevention of cheating. 
Jimmy shows these arrangements and 
says they are made by leading manufac- 
turers in the coin-machine field. the 
best that can be had, and are all com- 
bined into the racing game in his own 
plant. 


Has Optimistic Report 


DETROIT, June 16. — Michael A. 
Angott Jr., head of the American Auto- 
matic Sales Company, turned in the 
most optimistic business report heard 
in these parts in many months. The 
company has added two extra men to 
its service staff, handling solely the 
servicing of their own routes of ma- 
chines. This doubles the pay roll of 
this department, and an increase of 100 
per cent is considered extraordinary. 

The increase is largely in pin games, 
which are still functioning successfully, 
despite dissension between operators’ 
groups and legal battles, Angott said. 
Second only in rank come the peanut 
machines, which have proved big sellers. 
These, located in restaurants and gar- 
dens, as well as in neighborhood spots, 
are drawing a good warm-weather trade 
both from children and from adults. 


Angott reports a phenomenon of much 
importance to operators—the disappear- 
ance of many smaller operators in the 
business who have hitherto operated the 
shorter routes but are now returning 
to work in their own fields and accord- 
ingly have no need now for the coin 
machines which they ran for the last 
two or three years of the depression. 

The influx of new operators on 2 
part-time basis or as a substitute for 
steady employment in some other line 
was one of the notable features of the 
industry for the last two seasons and 
we are now witnessing the reverse 
exodus, Angott says. He has, in fact, 
been buying up many such routes for 
his own company. 


Reef Sells in Southwest 


CHICAGO, June 16.—Fred Reef, an 
authority on coin machines and whose 
knowledge of coin-operated mechanisms 
has won him a reputation thruout the 
Southwest, recently joined the sales staff 
of O. D. Jennings & Company, according 
to announcement by the nome office. 


He is covering territories in the 
Southern States under the direction of 
Fisher Brown, Texas manager for the 
firm. Since May 1, the time at which 
Mr. Reef began his work, he has set an 
adniirable sales record. 

“We are proud of the unusual stand- 
ard Reef has established for himself,” 
said Hugh J. Burras, sales manager. “He 
is certainly an energetic fellow and this 
firm is proud to have him as a member 
of its sales force.” 


New License Bill in La. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 16.—A bill has 
been introduced in the State Legislature 
to legalize the operation of slot ma- 
chines with an occupational tax of 


$1,000 and permits ranging from $5 to 


$25 on each machine, depending upon 
the type of machine. It is provided in 
the bill that no man can operate more 
than 100 machines in one parish.

tical phaser of administration of these 
provisions, another serious factor which 
faced them was that offered by competi- 
tion provided by municipally operated 
parks, pools, piers and beaches. 

This competition, with the municipal 
institutions operating free from taxes and 
other operating costs, in addition to 
prestige enjoyed by municipal plants, 
simply was too much for privately op- 
erated institutions to go up against un- 
der code provisions. They are having, as 
it is, sufficient difficulties and partly 
from this source of competition. 

Deputy Farnsworth recognizes the sit- 
uation which faces the operators of pri- 
vate parks, pools, beaches and piers, and 
stands ready to be of any assistance possi- 
ble to the association in the promoting 
and administering of :ts own code, As 
indicated in The Billboard recently, delay 
in the framing of a code for amusement 
parks, pools, beaches-and piers, as well 
as for circuses and carnivals, pointed to 
some action by NRA which would tend 
to the solving of the problems involved 
in these tasks. It was thought then that 
a code which would embrace all out-of- 
doors amusement interests might be the 
answer to the auestion. The development 
as to pools, parks, etc., indicates the per- 
tinencv of these suggestions. 


Other Codes on Shelf 


It will be remembered that different 
attempts to agree upon codes for circuses 
and for carnivals have met with hurdles 
right along the line, and that the current 
season for these industries is well on the 
Way, pointing out that from a practical 
standpoint administering of codes for 
them this season could hardly be brought 
about. 


Just what will happen to circuses and 
carnivals now is a question; it is any- 
body’s guess, in fact. There are sugges- 
tions of combining the two under a sim- 
plified code of some kind and with svecial 
attention given to labor provisions. How- 
ever, one guess would be at least that 
even this may not eventuate. In that 
event, the season is apt to end without 
suth codes being put into effect. Execu- 
tives of the circus industry, as well as the 
carnival industry, might be inclined to 
take a Yeaf from the book of the parks 
and pools, and seek to go it alone, under 
thei own administration. But so far 
there seems to be no evidence of activity 
to these ends. 


Fairly early in the activities of NRA a 
code was submitted 'n behalf of fairs and 
expositions. It is still on the desk of 
some one of the NRA executives. Nothing 
has been done about it and it would seem 
that nothing is to be done about it. The 
code as submitted did not meet with the 
views of NRA administrators.

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Proposals at NACOMM Meet 


Manufacturers’ association will meet June 19 to con- 
tinue discussion——credit bureau approved—vote pro- 
posal to welcome divisional groups into association

CHICAGO, June 16.—Detailed report of the meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of Coin-Operated Machine Manufacturers, Hotel Sherman, June 8, indicates 
a number of important plans discussed. O. D. Jennings presided and opened the 
session by pointing out that the association and its voluntary activities are quite 
istinct from the Code Authority. He said there were numerous helpful activities 
hich the associaticn might undertake, some of general benefit to all sections of 
the industry and some of particular benefit to each branch of the industry. To 


introduce discussion, he said, three defi- 
nite proposals were made: First, forma- 
tion of a credit bureau; second, a 
bureau for the exchange of purchasing 
information; and, third, formation of di- 
visions within the association to permit 
handling of special activities related. to 
such divisions. 


These proposals launched the session 
off to a discussion on many broad plans. 
Motion parsed to broaden the scope of 
the associational program .to include 
other activities. 


Following a discussion of the advan- 
tages of a credit bureau, a motion was 
passed that an association credit bureau 
be established for the exchange of certain 
types of credit information. An advisory 
committee was appointed by the chair- 
man to assist the secretary in working 
out the details of such plan. This com- 
mittee consists of C. R. Kirk, David C. 
Rockola and N. Marshall Seeburg. 


A discussion on the proposal of a pur- 
chasing information bureau resulted in 
the infcrmal tabling of that proposal. 


Following a discussion of the desira- 
bility of providing for group or division 
activities within the association, together 
with the discussion of association dues, a 
motion was passed that the association 
constitution and by-laws be amended 
with respect to dues for carrying on as- 
sociation activities in addition to code 
administration. 


The following amendment was then 
prepared and on motion was unanimously 
adopted. 

“Article XI, Sections 2 and 3 of the 
Association Constitution and By-Laws 
shall be deleted, and Article XI, Section 
2, substituted as follows: 

“The dues of each member of the as- 
sociation shall be $50 per year for the 
fiscal year, commencing September 1, 
1934, payable in advance. Dues for the 
period ending August 31, 1934, shall be 
$25 from each member of the essociation, 
pavable upcn approval by the association 
of this amendment.” (Amendment passed 
June 8, 1934). 

The following proposed amendment 
was also passed by unanimcus vote: 

“Article IV shall be amended by adding 
Section 6, as follows: 

“Section 6—Any group or groups of 
members manufacturing similar products 
or otherwise having common interests, 
may form divisions within the association, 
each such division to be known as the 

Division of the National Asso- 
ciation of Coin-Operated Machine Manu- 
facturers. Any such division may elect 
its own chairman and officers, set up its 
own activities and rules for procedure and 
hold divisional meetings; provided that 
nothing in such program shall be con- 
trary to the purposes of the Nationa! As- 
sociation of Coin-Operated Machine Man- 
ufacturers as stated in its, constitution 
and by-laws, and provided further, that 
any cxpenses incidental to the formation 
or conduct of each division shall be borne 
by the members of that division. Each 
division may establish dues or levy as- 
sessments upon its members for such 
purposes as it may see fit, except as pro- 
vided above in this section, and such dues 
or assessments for divisional activities 
shall be in addition to the regular mem- 
bership dues or assessment provided for 
general membership in the association. 
The secretary of the National Association 
of Coin-Operated Machine Manufacturers 
shall act as secretary of each such di- 
vision.” 

The secretary was authorized to keep in 
touch with proposed legislation which 
might be harmful to any branch of the 
industry and use the association office as 
a clearing house for such information, re- 
ceiving reports of proposed adverse legis- 
lation from any available source and 
passing on to others such information as 
may seem advisable. The secretary was 
instructed to supply all magazines of the 
industry with information on association 
activities.

CHICAGO, June 16.—Advance pub- 
licity for the National Inventors’ Con- 
gress to be held in Cincinnati, August 
14 to 18, has produced a story which 
has aJl the girls in the coin-machine 
sorority blushing. The Chicago Evening 
American reproduced the story, with an 
appropriate sketch by staff artist, to 
show what it would be like some time in 
the near future. Here is the story: ' 

“Now it’s slot-machine scanties! Mrs. 
Elizabeth E. Price, of Clay Center, Ken., 
has invented disposable lingerie for the 
benefit of the ladies whose undergrer- 
ments need replenishing. For instance. 
take the poor working girl, in great 
haste to reach her office. may discover, 
to her chagrin, the absence of certain 
necessary attire; think of the thrill and 
satisfaction to know she can just drop 
a dime in the slot machine and the 
scantie, pantie or teddy—and a greatly 
relieved lady. 

“This ‘automat underwear’ is made of 
a paper toweling over net and is dis- 
posed of as simply as cold-cream tissues. 
A secret desire in almost every woman 
is to own lots of pretty lingerie, and 
think of the luxurious feeling of just 
tossing your teddy in the wastebasket 
each night.” 


Guns Enter Pin Machine 
Field To Attract Play 


CHICAGO, June 16.—Balls shot from 
guns—paraphrasing a well-known ad- 
vertising slogan, “Food shot from guns” 
—1is said to be a revolutionary feature in 
the new Bally pin table called Fleet. 
The makers say that it is probably the 
first time in the history of pin games 
that a machine has depended for action 
on a positive propelling force instead of 
the natural attraction of gravity in a 
slanting board. 


By hitting the skill hole in this game 
players actually load miniature cannons 
which are fired, progressing balls to 
scores of higher value. Balls in this case 
are shot toward the high or back end of 
the playing board. A group of seven 
small cannons are placed around a giant 
cannon. Player shoots ball in first 
cannon, which is lowest on the field. To 
make progress up the field another ball 
must be placed in the skill pocket and 
instantly all balls in the small cannons 
are shot ahead. Baffles are so arranged 
that when balls are fired from one 
cannon they drop into the next cannon 
in the series. In this way balls may 
reach the top two cannons, where they 
may be shot into the giant. cannon and 
roll down into the high-score hole, 
which cannot be made in any other way. 


Other unusual action stunts are 
arranged in the giant cannon hole also 
which attract players and keep up the 
suspense. All “out hole” balls are re- 
turned to the player when the skill hole 
is hit, giving the player a chance at a 
“come back” before the game is finished. 
Makers say that the principle of this 
progressive score idea is entirely new. 
and that*they expect Fleet to do for the 
operator what Airway did for the trade 
in 1933.

Six Men Required To Kill 
Bug in Perfecting Game 


CHICAGO, June 16.—Two big plants 
are now busy turning out the American 
Beauty pin table games in Chicago for 
the G. B. Daval Company. Jobbers’ or- 
ders now on hand indicate that oper- 
ators are finding the machines profit- 
able all over the. country. The catapult 
shot feature seems to be the winning 
point in the game, which is gaining in 
popular favor. 


An interesting story is told by the 
makers of how qiseatte conditions put 
a little bug in’the machine that re- 
quired considerable engineering experi- 
ence to overcome. When the first model 
was introduced it was found that along 
the Florida coast the salt water atmos- 
phere put the catapult mechanism out 
of balance. Temperature conditions in 
other sections also affected the balance 
necessary to the working of the machine. 
Six engineers were put to work one week 
to solve this problem. It was overcome 
by developing a special metal alloy 
which is not affected by temperature or 
moisture. Two small pieces of this met- 
al are required to balance a special play- 
ing feature. 


Support State Codes 


NEW YORK, June 16.—The movement 
for State codes of fair trade practice is 
receiving the support of the retail drug 
trade, according: to Drug Topics, weekly 
trade paper in the drug field. Promi- 
nent lawyers state also, the publication 
says, that high courts will decide that 
national codes cannot be applied to re- 
tail firms doing business within a State. 
For that reason State codes are a con- 
stitutional necessity to promote fair 
trade practice in local fields. Inde- 
pendent druggists are favoring State 
codes to help in maintaining price levels 
against chains, cut-price stores, etc.

shipped in full. 

“Recently there was only $1,000 in 
quarters at the Philadelphia mint, but 
Treasurer William A. Julian had orders 
for immediate shipment of $392,000. A 
rush order from Detroit was filled by ship- 
ment frcm Denver tho ordinarily Detroit’s 
supply comes from Philadelphia. 

“The demand is also heavy for half 
dollars.” 


Comparative figures for other denomi- 
nations show shipments of dimes in the 
first five months of 1934 were $665,000, as 
compared with $353.000 in the first five 
months of the preceding 13 years com- 
bined; of nickels $421,000, compared with 
$480,000, and of cents, $826,500, as com- 
pared with $538,900. ,

and also to fix a limit of not more than 
1,500 machines in the city. Belief 
among many coinmen is that this 
limitation is a “safety valve” to be in- 
veked in case there is evidence of 
racketeers trying to control all the 
games. Local operators say that a num- 
ber of operators already have more than 
5C machines on locations, that there are 
more than 1,500 machines in the city 
and that the total revenue will be of 
advantage to the city. 

No mention was made of prizes in the 
amended bill, and there has been an 
increased demand for premium items. 
License officials are said to recognize 
that without prizes the games would 
be unprofitable.

Moseley recounts his ad- 
vertising adventures when 
pin games were young 
e 


RICHMOND, Va., June 16—The new 
office and warehouse building housing the 
Moseley Vending Machine Exchange, Inc.. 
and presided over by Harry F. Moseley, 
was appropriately dedicated with a party 
on June 2. A big crowd was present, with 
visiting coinmen from a number of 
States present, and the party did not 
break up until after midnight. Refresh- 
ments weré plentiful and in keeping with 
Southern hospitality. 


The dedication of the new building led 
Harry to relate some of the history of 
the firm. The original Moseley Vending 
Machine Exchange met financial difficulty 
in 1927 (not incorporated before that 
time) and went into bankruptcy. But 
Harry still held his confidence in the coin 
machine business and soon the Moseley 
Vending Machine Exchange, Incorporated, 
took the place of the old business. 


“To establish a business such as we 
have, you first have to build a reputa- 
tion,” Harry told his friends. “The Mose- 
ley Vending Machine Exchange, Inc., was 
the first jobber or distributor in the 
United States to nationally advertise a 
pin game, which was called the Jostle 
machine. We not only sold hundreds of 
Jostle machines, but found ourselves in 
the midst of a booming business, and as 
the modern pin game rose to its heights 
we sold thousands of machines, and also 
established thruout the country a repu- 
tation for square dealing. We feel also 
that our success has been due largely to 
national advertising in The Billboard. 


“We do not mean to boast of our new 
building and equipment, but we do not 
feel ashamed to have the largest opera- 
tors or the largest manufacturers in the 
country come in to see us, as we ourselves 
are proud of the new place and believe 
that operators and manufacturers feel 
the same way toward us. We are dis- 
tributing at present for Virginia and West 
Virginia exclusively the products of a 
number of manufacturers, including 
A. B. T. Manufacturing Company, Rock- 
Ola Manufacturing Corporation, J. P. See- 
burg Corporation, Bally Manufacturing 
Company, and we also handle the 
products of practically all the other lead- 
ing manufacturers. We want to express 
our appreciation of the patronage of the 
operators thruout the country, and 
promise a continuance of our satisfactory 
service in supplying them with anything 
needed in the coin machine line.” 


The new building has about 6,000 
square feet of floor space, with a display 
room approximately 60 feet wide and 24 
feet deep. Private offices, repair shop 
and other necessary rooms are also found 
and abundant warehouse space is pro- 
vided by the new structure.

BIRMINGHAM, June 16.—Result of 
hearing held June 15 on temporary in- 
junction protecting pin table games not 
known today.

The petition 
claimed further that about 125 machines 
were being operated in the city by 
Howle, primarily for the amusement of 
the citizens of Birmingham, and points 
out that his is a business investment for 
@ livelihood and also citing claims that 
the coin-machine industry is the eighth 
largest in the United States. 


Howle was required to make a $200 
bond to keep the order in force until 
the hearing yesterday.
